National Information Policy 


The fourth report of the Education, Science.and Arts 
Committee of the House of Commons on /nformation Storage 
and Retrieval in the British Library Service, published in 
October 1980, contains the following recommendations: 


(1) The problem of the implications for copyright of new 
technology should be treated with the necessary 
urgency. . 

(2) The report on the future development of libraries at 
present being prepared by the Library Advisory Council 
(England) should be published as expeditiously as 
possible to assist the achievement of a national library 
policy. 

(3) The issues concerning the relationship between the co- 
operative library groups and the British Library should 
be given renewed attention by the parties concerned, 
and should be a subject for consideration by the net- 
work advisory commission which we recommend below. 

(4) The development and co-ordination on a national basis, 
of qn automated information network system. 

(5) As soon as possible the Government should appoint a 
Minister of Cabinet rank to take responsibility for ' 
information policy, and should provide him with the ' 
necessary staff, as far as possible by appropriate second- 
ments from within Whitehall departments. 

(6) The Government should set up as a matter of urgency a 
Standing Commission representative of the wide range 
of interests concerned with the provision of information 
particularly by telematic means, to examine on a con- 
tinuing basis the problems of developing a national 
information network, to formulate national require- 
ments, to relate them to international developments, to 
investigate possible solutions, and to make proposals 
for their implementation by appropriate bodies. 


Aslib particularly welcomes recommendations (5) and (6) 
since they embody a positive response to the representations 
made by Aslib to the Committee on the need for a national 
information policy which would incorporate both the applica- 
` tion of new technology and the co-ordination of existing 
library and information provision in the UK. 

In the evidence which it gave to the Committee, Aslib 
stressed the need for a strong focus in government to co-ordinate 
national information resources not only because such resources 
are vital to the economic future of the country but because, 
in this field, Britain is failing to match the massive efforts 
being made in other Western countries to harness information 
resources for the public good. 

Before the publication of the Committee's report, discussions 
. had been held between Aslib, the Institute of Information 
. Scientists, the Library Association, and SCONUL on the one 
. hand and the Office of Arts and Libraries on the other in 
. relation to the report of the Library Advisory Council (England) 

' on the future development of libraries and the Minister's 
response to that report, given at the Tri-partite conference in 
Sheffield. The LAC(E) report is, of course, concerned mainly 
with the development of publicly funded library services in 
England, not with the need for a national information policy, 
but the Minister for the Arts, the Rt Hon Norman St John- 
Stevas, did agree, in giving evidence to the House of Commons 

` Committee that although there was, at present, no lead Minister 
on information policy, he was prepared to regard himself as a 


^. possible choice for that role. 


Since the publications of these reports the Office of Arts 
and Libraries, perhaps in anticipation of the wider role which 
it may be asked to assume, has been holding wide-ranging 
discussions with specialised interests in the information and 
library field to seek further guidance on how progress might 
best be achieved. 

The next step is likely to be a seminar in the early Spring 
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organised jointly by the four Associations and with participa- 
tion by OAL, with the aim of presenting proposals for further 
action. What we shall be seeking is a means for bringing together 
in one focus the separate threads of information technology, 
information resources, and library services so that there may 
eventually emerge within the United Kingdom a recognisable 
national policy for the development and exploitation of infor- 
mation as a national resource. e 

in formulating proposals Aslib will want to ensure that the 
views of its members and are fully represented and members are 
invited to write to the Acting Director on any specific issues 
which they wish to raise as soon as possible. 


Conferences and Meetings 1981 


After a record year — at least in terms of delegate numbers 
— the Aslib Conference Department is looking forward to 
unabated activity in 1981. Two large (we hope) conferences are 
in prospect: /nformation management and organizational 
change (6/8 April at the London Tara Hotel) bases its appeal on 
a theme which we believe to be important, highly topical and 
a response to the challenge of the straitened times. The pro- 
gramme was published in the autumn and accompanies this 
issue of Aslib Information. The concessionary rate for the fee 
expires on 31 January, so don't wait to apply. 

Oxford as the location for the Annual Conference is an 
inspiration to match the programme to the unparalleled setting. 
Every nerve is being strained to achieve this — some advance 
information about the theme and programme is given below. 

For library and information workers at all levels who are 
concerned with the practical aspects of promoting their 
services to users, a workshop on Promoting and publicising 
library and information servíces has been arranged for 16 March. 
This will be a serious learning occasion, with down-to-earth 
papers by experts, demonstrations and every attempt to 
encourage audience participation. The programme and registra- 
tion form accompany this issue. Also in the pipeline is a con- 
ference on information on current events (early summer), 
while it is hoped that information and tourism may find a 
place in the programme towards the end of the year. 

The programme of Evening Meetings opens with a look 
at ethics and the information profession by Bob Usherwood, 
who chaired the working party that drafted the LA code of 
ethics, published as a Green Paper this autumn. Colin Offor, 
Aslib's observer on this working party, will take the chair and 
the event should provide an opportunity both to study the code 
and its impact on Aslib members and to open up wide ranging 
discussion on the subject. On 25 February, John Whitehead of 
Pilkington Brothers Limited, will talk about word-processors 
in libraries and information departments, while LASER's con- 
tribution to the development of Prestel services in libraries 
will be described by Jean Plaister, LASER's Director, on 18 
March.

Aslib 54th Annual Conference: Information '81: forecasts 
and realities 
22—25 September 1981, University of Oxford 


Information '81: forecasts and realities is the title under 
which Aslib's 54th Annual Conference, to be held in Oxford 
22—2b September, will try to identify topics that are of special 
interest and urgency in the second half of 1981 and to present 
up-to-the-minute statements of progress, developments and 
prospects in these fields. 

A quick look is taken first at national information policies: 
has there been any progress since the Aslib/IIS/Library Associa- 
tion Joint Conference's massive onslaught on the national 
provision and use of information? What is happening in Western 
Europe (Professor Dr Peter Canisius, President of the Deutsche 
Gesellschaft für Dokumentation, will report on this last), More 
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than half a day will be devoted to the technology, and here we 
have already secured Professor T. T. Stonier (Department of 
Science and Society, University of Bradford: note his new book 
Wealth of Information) on the impact of cheap electronics in 
information and the electronic office; Robert Maxwell, who 
needs no introduction; Dr C. F. Tapper, a Fellow of Magdalen, 
on closed or open computerised information systems; Anthony 
Smith (did you see Gogdbye Gutenberg?) on ethical problems 
posed by the development of technology. In a session pro- 
visionally entitled "Talking points' Peter Leggate will report on 
matching user needs in health care; Dr Dennis Shaw will talk 
about serials control: linking the literature to the references 
and examining serials automation; while Dr D. G. Watson 
(Cambridge University Chemical Laboratory) will give an 
up-to-date review of how CODATA meets the needs of the 
scientific community. The programme will be further enhanced 
by sessions arranged by the Groups, timed to run parallel with 
the morning session and the afternoon visits on 24 September. 

Wadham and New College, each in its way a magnificent 
and historic building, will house the delegates, while the sessions 
and exhibition will be held in the splendid new Zoology Depart- 
ment in South Parks Road. A reception in the Sheldonian 
Theatre is planned for one evening of the Conference, while 
Oxford itself and an exciting programme of visits offer a 
bewildering choice of delights. The programme and registration 
form will be published and distributed in March.

Informatics 6: Call for papers 


Informatics 6 will form part of the 1981 Aslib Annual 
Conference (to be held from 22—25 September in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford). It will take place on the afternoon of Thursday 
24 September, and will be followed by an informal workshop 
on the afternoon of the following day. Previously, Informatics 
conferences have been organized as separate events, but the 
current economic climate precludes this. Furthermore, the 
theme of the Aslib Annual Conference (Information '81: 
forecasts and realities) would appear to be singularly attractive 
to the Informatics Group. 

Informatics 6 will consist of a keynote paper by Dr Margaret 
Boden, University of Sussex, plus four papers for which sub- 
missions are now invited. It may also be possible to present 
short contributions during the Friday afternoon workshop. 
The central theme of Informatics 6 will be 7he Design of 
Information Systems for Human Beings. Papers submitted 
should reflect this theme, namely that of the problems of 
designing or modifying systems to make them comprehensible 
to their intended users. 

Papers should present the results of original research, 
preferably for the first time. Authors wishing to offer papers 
should submit a title and abstract to the Secretary of the 
Aslib Informatics Group (Mr J. McLelland, BSI, Maylands 
Avenue, Hemel Hempstead, Herts.) before mid-March. The 
authors of papers accepted for presentation will be expected 
to submit a full text by 30 June as preprints will be available 
for sale before the sessions. 





Translators of the world unite! 


The impulse clearly was intense interest, perhaps spiked with 
a little personal anxiety, that drew an audience of over 200 — 
translators, freelance and otherwise, their employers and 
members of translation departments and organizations — to 
the conference and exhibition Machine aids for translators, 
masterminded by the Aslib Technical Translation Group and 
the Translators' Guild of the Institute of Linguists and held on 
20 November in London's Kensington Close Hotel. Especially 
notable was the large proportion of delegates from overseas — 
just short of 70 — drawn from Austria, Germany, France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Luxembourg, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Finland and the Congo. 

The programme set out first to review the various machine 
aids that can be exploited by translators, and A. D. Stiegler 
not only did this in a very thorough and wide-ranging way, but 
threw in some comments and suggestions of a stimulating and 
imaginative nature. Equally stimulating and adventurous was 
Robert Clark's reaction to machine aids for the small user. 
Though 'small', he is not typical in the sense that he is obviously 
exceptionally able, imaginative and capable of adapting the 
various technologies to his needs, and his paper made a really 
inspiring and creative contribution to thinking on the subject. 

A very clear and practical account of how the whole galaxy 
of online can be harnessed to the translation function was 
given by Pauline Duckitt, while UMIST's feasibility study on 
terminology data banks was described by John McNaught. The 
audience obviously found this an attractive idea but whether 
or not the funding to transform this to fact rather than an 
appealing prospect is still unclear. 

Peter Arthern's desription of how translating is conducted 
in the Community was deepened by the fact that he speaks 
with considerable authority on the historical aspects and long 
experience on the practical ones. He was able to back up his 
talk in the exhibition with a demonstration of the European 
Communities’ Glossary on a Siemens word-processor for input 
and automatic arrangement of terms. 

In the exhibition, which attracted a great deal of interest, a 
range of word-processor systems which can be used for editing, 
printing and revising translated text was demonstrated by Data 
Recall, Rank Xerox (UK) Ltd, and Hamilton Rentals, who also ~- 
had on show Weidner's computer-assisted translation system. 
An electronic office of great sophistication, ranging from a 
portable typewriter through an OCR reader and word-processing 
unit with many ancillary devices was on view on CPT(UK) Ltd's 
stand, while the CEC's ECHO system demonstrated EURODI- 
CAUTOM, a multilingual data bank. 

Concluding this successful conference, Professor Juan Sager 
of UMIST saw the multitude of machine aids available to 
translators and the increasing use of information technology as 
a positive stimulus to the translation activity and an opportunity 
for translators with the flexibility of attitude to meet the 
expanding demand and use the facilities available. 

The proceedings of Machine aids for translators will be 
published by Aslib.

A new medical archives collection 


The Contemporary Medical Archives Centre which was 
established last year at the Wellcome Institute for the History 
of Medicine aims to help preserve and stimulate awareness of 
the value of twentieth century health records and medical 
collections. It is concerned not only with the unpublished 
papers of medical-related scientists (although clearly these are 
of significance in the study of the developments in medicine 
this century) but also with the evidence of everyday health 
care and the work of the less eminent in the profession, 
such as the clinical and administrative records of general 
practitioners. A start has been made to build up a series of 
Registers of information on the whereabouts of collections 
and the Hospital Records Register is the most comprehensive 
survey available on their records. In some cases the Centre 
will recommend the deposit of papers in a local record office, 
University Archive or another appropriate institution. A 
number of important collections have however been placed 
in the Archive at the Wellcome Institute, which already has 
extensive manuscript collections and a unique library of the 
history of medicine. 

The Archivist will be pleased to hear of any collections of 
items of potential historical interest, either as information to 
be included in our Registers or if advice is sought about their 
present and future preservation.

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Biological Nomenclature and Classification applied to 
Information Retrieval 


A lively well-attended two day meeting was held by the 
Group at the British Museum (Natural History) London, in 
November 1980. Time was devoted to the scientific aspects of 
systematics of plants, including cultivated ones, animals, 
bacteria and viruses, numbers of taxons and possible synonyms 
and an historical perspective on the work of Linnaeus. Sources 
used to decide names and arrangements for classification 
schemes were given and the problems involved in keeping 
classifications up to date in both libraries and the secondary 
services — BIOSIS, CAB and MeSH — were discussed. Schemes 
were compared and examples of their application to individual 
libraries and in the construction of specialised information 
schemes and thesauri were outlined. The meeting ended with 
small discussion groups who each reported the points they 
covered. The papers and discussion are scheduled for publi- 
cation in As/ib Proceedings in April 1981. 


Agricultural information and Euronet 


This afternoon meeting held on 8 July, 1980 at the Science 
Reference Library, Bayswater Division, resulted from an 
earlier EEC course held in Cologne in December, 1979 entitled 
'Pilot Course for Euronet Users in the Agricultural Sector and 
Related Fields', most of the presenters of the July event 
having attended the previous meeting. 

An introductory talk was given by Peter Hoey which 
detailed the previous course and then discussed the various 
databases now available through DIANE hosts: AGRIS, 
AGREP, CAB, FSTA and mentioned some not yet available 
from this source e.g. AGRICOLA. The major part of the 
meeting was spent in seeing online displays of AGRIS by 
Susan Johnston (MAFF), and the CAB services by Mark

(MAFF), Euronet by Jackie Deunette (Online Information

NOTES 


7th Euronet User Forum, Luxembourg, September 1980 


A report was given on recent developments which 
included the following news items: 

A project to investigate ways of marketing the European 
databases in the US has been funded under the name of the 
BRIDGE proposal. The European Patent office are dis- 
cussing a contract with INPADOC to make the EPO infor- 
mation available online. Further work is being carried out 
by Alan Negus to co-ordinate Common Command Language 
implementations. The Forum were informed that the hosts 
were not in favour of common billing or common pass- 
words. The Zurich connection to Euronet commenced on 
1 November 1980. The enhancement of Euronet which gives 
a fourfold increase in the number of ports is now virtually 
completed. 

Dr G. Anderla outlined the way in which he believes the 
information industry will develop in Europe over the next 
few years. He anticipated a rationalization of the existing 
structure of a large number of small information companies. 
He also believed that the use of online information systems 
would spread from the information community to the 
professional in his own arena. He believed that changes in the 
systems to make them usable by unskilled users were the 
next major development. : 

News was given by Mr C. Vernimb of.some EEC initiatives 
on the technology side. A contract for agriculture on Video- 
tex has been offered by the Commission. Also a number of 
responses have been received from companies who are 
prepared to demonstrate document delivery services to the 
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Commission in December with the hopes that trials can be 
mounted in 1981 in conjunction with ESA. 

The Commission announced the purchase of the Systran 
translation package which will allow the ordering of 
bibliographic references in more than one language. The 
translation pairs which are available at the moment are 
French to English, English to French, and English to 
Italian. The Commission are also supporting a longer term 
project, Eurotra, for machine translation. 

Details were also given of the plans for training by the 
Euronet Diane launch team. The team are planning three 
modules; a module describing online information 
retrieval in general and the scope of online databases, a 
review of the facilities and information on Euronet Diane, 
and a course on database structure and query formulation for 
more experienced users, 

The launch team wish to co-operate with training organi- 
zations in different countries to exchange training aids and 
ideas and possibly mount joint courses.

CAS ONLINE 


Chemical Abstracts Service (CAS) now offers online 
searches of chemical substance information in its Chemical 
Registry System through a new service called CAS ONLINE 
which began on 1 November. The service marks the first time 
CAS itself has offered online access to its computer files. 

CAS ONLINE began operation in November on a file con- 
taining structure records for almost two million substances. 
Through CAS ONLINE searchers will be able to identify 
substances within the file which share particular structural 
characteristics. This ability, called substructure search, is 
useful in research and development as a means of locating 
substances that may share desired properties or activities. 

The initial file represents essentially all substances cited in 
the literature since 1977. More than 6000 newly registered 
substances will be added weekly and substances registered 
prior to 1977 will be added to the file gradually throughout 
1981. 

Passwords for using the system will be released only after 
at least one staff member of an organization has completed 
a CAS workshop on the use of the service. The cost of this 
workshop is included in the $250 start-up fee for the service. 
CAS will train additional staff members in the use of the 
service for $200 each.

Science Reference Library 


Due to termination of the lease there, the Science 
Reference Library will have to leave its accommodation in 
Porchester Gardens during 1981. Arrangements are being 
made to transfer the services to the Library's building at 
9—13 Kean Street, London WC2B 4AT (off Drury Lane, close 
to the Aldwych). When the move is complete, those abstracting 
journals, recent issues of periodicals and books now at 
Bayswater will be available at Aldwych. Access to this material 
will be improved since the design of the building allows a more 
compact arrangement of stock than was possible at Bayswater. 
However, some bound volumes of earlier periodicals will have 
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to be brought on request from an outhouse store, but they 
plan a rapid delivery service. Thus for the life sciences and 
other subjects now at Bayswater, Aldwych (Kean Street) will 
be the reading room with its own computer search, photocopy 
and enquiry services.

HMSO has launched its new informiation service on Prestel, 
British Telecom's Viewdata system. Initially, the service will 
consist of a selection of the important items from HMSO's 
Daily List of Government Publications, available some twenty- 
four hours before the printed copies of the Daily List. The 
selections will be kept up for five working days on a 'rolling' 
basis. HMSO is working towards having the full Dai/y List 
available on Prestel at an early date. Any special announce- 
ments about HMSO's publishing and distribution services will 
also be transmitted via Prestel.

Books in English 


The British Library has announced that from 1981 the 
bibliography Books in English will be issued in a 1 : 42 reduc- 
tion microfiche format instead of the present 1 : 150 reduction 
ultrafiche format. This change makes it uniform with the other 
Computer Output Microform (COM) products issued by the 
Library's Bibliographic Services Division. 

Books in English is a cumulative listing of UK-MARC 
records created by the British Library and LC-MARC records 
of English language books created by the United States 
Library of Congress. Issued since 1970 in ultrafiche micro- 
reproduction format it has become increasingly complex and 
expensive to process. The change to the 1 : 42 reduction 
microfiche format enables library staff and users to consult 
Books in English on reading equipment more widely found 
and likely to be more familiar. 

There will be no change in the present pattern of publication 
(cumulations every two months, with a final annual cumu- 
lation) and — since production costs are lower in the new 
format — the subscription rates for 1981 will be maintained at 
£155 + VAT (inland) and £185 (overseas).

Reviews 


Cumulative microform reviews, 1972—1976. Microform e 
Review Inc. London: Mansell, 1978, 619p. 
ISBN 0 7201 0897 7. 
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This volume reprints the micropublications reviews published 
in the journal Microform Review, during the years 1972—1976 
(vols 1—5). After a brief comment on the contents, the value 
of each item as a microfilm publication is assessed. A micro- 
format evaluation section covers format, quantity, film type, 
reduction ratio, film polarity, safety base film, resolution test 
chart, external and internal finding aids, sequence, project 
editors, hard copy available, selected parts available, replace- 
ment policy, time payments available, registered in National 
Register of Microform Masters, additional remarks. The table 
of contents is also the 'subject index' to the reviews, in that 
they are listed in alphabetical order under broad subject head- 
ings. There is also a title index. It is claimed that this volume 
will remain valuable for many years since micropublications 
rarely, if ever, go out of print (although addresses and prices 
may change). Future volumes will be published every 5 years 
and will contain cumulative indexes. 


Who's who of British engineers 1980. London: Simon Brothers, 
1980. 352p. £17.50. ISBN 0 86229 000 7. 

The fifth edition of this reference book has now been 
published. The arrangement of the main section is alphabetical 
by name of engineer, as in the previous edition, with each 
main entry giving details of current post, past appointments, 
publications, professional interests and address. The preface 
indicates that inclusion in the directory was by publishers; 
invitation but the basis on which invitations were issued and 
the number of refusals are not clear. The total number of 
entries is somewhat fewer than in the earlier edition. A quick 
check against the personnel listed in Research in British 
Universities, Polytechnics and Colleges, vol. 1 1979 shows a 
considerable number of leading academic engineers to be miss- 
ing from the Who's Who. Engineers from both local govern- 
ment and industry are included together with consultants. 
However as there is no organizational approach to the publica- 
tion there is no easy way of checking the coverage of the 
industrial and commercial organizations. 

Once again this edition includes a section giving brief details 
of the aims of a number of professional institutions concerned 
with the various branches of engineering and a list of abbrevia- 
tions used by engineering institutions in Great Britain and 
Overseas. The list of engineering and allied publications, which 
was included in the fourth edition, has been excluded from the 
new edition. A copy of the publication is held in the Informa- 
tion Services Department and is available for reference at Aslib. 


Essays of an Information Scientist, volume 3 1977—1978. 
Eugene Garfield, with a foreword by Derek J. de Solla Price. 
Philadelphia: ISI Press, 1980. 892p. ISBN 0 89495 009 6. 

The previous two volumes of this series won the American 
Society for Information Science award for the best informa- 
tion science book of 1977. 

This third volume is a compilation of essays written between 
1977—1978, and previously published in Current Contents, 
under the title 'Current Comments'. The essays cover such 
diverse subjects as scientific research, librarianship, informa- 
tion science, business, bureaucracy, politics and friendship. 

The volume contains the indices to all three volumes, which 
include a cited-author index, an extensive subject index, list of 
essay titles and a subject index to the various illustrations con- 
tained in the essays. The index to 'authors in most-cited lists" 
enables the reader to determine whether a specific author is 
included in one or more of the 'most cited' lists contained in 
some of the essays. 


Government publications: their role in the national program 
for library and information services. Bernard M. Fry. 
Washington: National Commission on Libraries and Informa- 
tion Science, 1978. 128p. 

This volume reviews the current status of American govern- 
ment publications. The six sections cover government publica- 
tions, printing and publishing responsibilities of the govern- 
ment, Federal depository system: implications for change, 
special requirements of state and local government publications, 
the role of private enterprise in publishing and providing access 
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to documents, and lastly the proposed national centre for 
government publications. The report discusses the recom- 
mendations that the National Commission on Libraries and 
Information Science should undertake a study into public 
access of government publications and information, and that 
Federal research and planning is essential to the development 
of a national system for public access to government publica- 
tions. The appendix provides alternative structure for the 
Federal Depository Library Program. 


Information retrieval systems: characteristics, testing and 
evaluation. 2nd ed. F. Wilfrid Lancaster. New York: Wiley, 
1979. 381p. ISBN 0 471 04673 6 (Information Sciences 
Series) 

The first edition of this volume received the 'Best Book in 
Information Science' award from the American Society for 
Information Science. In this second edition, Lancaster has ex: 
panded and rewritten the text to provide even broader coverage 
for teaching information storage and retrieval in schools of 
library and information science. The volume covers such areas 
of information retrieval as the 'intellectual' aspects of systems 
and services, and examines factors such as user-system inter- 
action, search strategy, indexing and vocabulary control that 
affect the performance of all types of information services. 
The emphasis is placed on the design and evaluation aspects of 
systems. The impact of machine-readable databases and on- 
line systems is discussed, with reference to present and future 
developments. Appendices provide examples of an interview 
guide used in the evaluation of AGRIS, and the questionnaire® 
used in the evaluation of a current awareness publication, and 
outlines the conclusions and recommendations from the 
AGRIS evaluation. There is an extensive bibliography on the 
subject, and the volume is well indexed. 


The United Kingdom Patent System: a brief history with 
bibliography. Neil Davenport. Havant: Kenneth Mason, 1979. 
138p. £7.95. ISBN 085937 1573. 

This volume reviews the development of the United Kingdom 
patent system from its beginning, about 400 years ago, to 
present day. It outlines the evolution and main features of 
British patent law and practice. There are 13 useful tables of 
information concerning patent procedures, including informa- 
tion about fees, The bibliography is divided into 5 main 
sections: statutes and rules, law reports and digests, official 
publications, books on patent law and practice and selected 
books on inventions, history and exploitation. The volume 
also has a useful index. 


Scholarly Publishers' Guide: Financial and Legal Aspects. 
J. Collins. Leicester: Primary Communications Research Centre, 
1979. 142p. ISBN 0 906083 08 7. (BLR&D Report 5485). 

This is the second in a series of Scholarly Publishers’ Guides 
projected at the small to medium-sized learned society whose 
publishing is not carried out by full-time professionals. These 
societies are exemplified here by the fictitious Anon and 
Synon Societies, small and large, artistic and scientific respec- 
tively, with very different financial structures, Part 1 deals 
specifically with the legal aspects of publishing: copyright, 
contractual dealings, legal deposit, while in Part 2 the view 
broadens into general legal matter affecting every aspect of the 
society. The main concern here is the consideration of charit- 
able status. Part 3 again presents a wide though detailed view 
of general financial planning and control, giving illustrations of 
suitable formats for statements, whereas Part 4 reverts to the 
specific domain of scholarly publishing, and discusses pricing 
strategies. There is an additional section covering VAT, followed 
by appendices, a bibliography and index. 

By making specific recommendations and providing practical 
demonstrations, the guide succeeds in clarifying and rationaliz- 
ing the complex area of financial and legal considerations 
which faces learned societies and indeed any organization 
which publishes its own journal or monographs, among which 
of course many Aslib members may be comprised. 


Directory of Art Libraries and Visual Resource collections in 
North America. Compiled for the Art Libraries Society of 
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North America, by Judith A. Hoffberg and Stanley W. Hess. 
New York: Neal-Schuman Publishers, 1978. 297p. £24.00. 
ISBN 0 918212 057. 

This directory has about 1300 listings representing libraries, 
museums, art galleries, art schools, colleges and universities 
throughout the United States of America and Canada. Also 
included with the directory is an addendum, containing 114 
entries not included in the main directory. Both the sections 
on art libraries and visual resource collections are organized 
alphabetically by state or province, and then by institution. A 
code is given for each institution, the prefix being AR for art 
libraries and VR for visual resource collections, and then a 
unique number for each institution. All indexes refer to these 
codes rather than page numbers. 

The entries are clearly laid out and they include, in both 
sections of the directory, the name of the institution, address 
and telephone number, hours of services and services provided. 
The information concerning services is very detailed, and in 
both cases, special collections are outlined. The directory of 
art libraries is indexed, and 500 categories of special collections 
are given, while in the case of visual resource collections, the 
emphasis is on the art form. The visual resources collection is 
indexed in three forms, by special collection, subscription 
services and institution. 


Applying the new copyright law: a guide for educators and 
librarians by Jerome K. Miller. Chicago, Illinois: American 
Library Association, 1979. 144p. ISBN 0 8389 0287 1. 

A brief history of copyright is followed by an explanation 
of fair use, library photocopying, obtaining permission, and 
securing copyright protection in the 1976 U.S. Copyright 
Revision Act. The author is a librarian writing to libraries and 
educational establishments. The book is intended therefore as 
a guideline rather than a legal authority. The new act extends 
the rights of copyright owners and their protection to the 
author's life plus 50 years, fair use is defined with special 
photocopying and duplicating provisions for schools, libraries 
and archives. There are also special exemptions for the blind 
and deaf. Appendices cover guidelines further to the act. 


Health sciences information in Canada; libraries 1979. Canada 
Institute for Scientific and Technical Information. Ottawa: the 
Institute, 1979. 192p. $11.00. 

This volume is the result of a survey organized by the 
Health Sciences Resource Centre of the Canada Institute for 
Scientific and Technical Information. The bilingual English/ 
French entries are grouped by province, and within that are 
listed in alphabetical order by the institution name. The 
entries, which are well laid out, include the name, address and 
telephone numbers of the organization, name of person in 
charge, services offered to external users, the language of 
service, collection size and subject speciality. The index has 
references by subject, institution name and library name. 


Picture librarianship. Hilary Evans. London: Bingley, 1980. 
136p. £4.50. ISBN 0 85157 294 4 (Outlines of modern 
librarianship). 

Another useful volume in the Outlines of modern librarian- 
ship series, which shows how unique professional picture 
librarianship is. The first chapter deals with the nature and 
function of the picture library, and lists the various types of 
picture libraries. Various methods of acquisition are covered in 
the following chapter. Chapter 3 deals with the care and main- 
tenance of pictures and also photographs, negatives, trans- 
parencies, prints and engravings. In the following chapter, 
access and retrieval of pictures is dealt with, and includes sug- 
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gestions about both open-access and closed access systems. 
Classification and cataloguing of pictures is very different from 
book classification, and suggestions for possible organization 
are given in the fifth chapter. Lending, copying and charging 
for services are considered in the following two chapters. The 
question of copyright and its effect on picture libraries is 
discussed. The concluding chapter deals with the administration 
of picture libraries, including the qualifications, qualities and 
training needed for picture librarianship. Working conditions, 
paperwork, exhibitions, publications and public relations are 
also considered. The appendix lists organizations connected 
with art and there is also a section on further reading which 
lists British publications on the subject.

The growing requirement for Members of Parliament and 
their staff to have instant access to up-to-date information on 
parliamentary papers and proceedings, UK and EEC legislation, 
current affairs, and other items of specific interest to 
Parliamentarians, has resulted in the introduction of a com- 
puterized information retrieval system in the House of 
Commons Library. 

The computer system, known as POLIS — Parliamentary 
On-Line Information System — is the result of over ten years 
of careful planning and is provided as a computer bureau 
service for the House of Commons Library. The bureau 
service provided by Scicon Computer Services involves the 
siting initially of eight visual display terminals in the Palace of 
Westminster and in Norman Shaw Buildings near the 
Embankment, The terminals are linked via a sophisticated 
communications network to the Scicon bureau in Milton 
Keynes where a database (a computerized information.retrieval 
system) of references to the House of Commons material is 
held on one of Scicon’s large computers. 

The database will consist of references to several groups of 
information. These groups include: parliamentary questions, 
parliamentary proceedings, parliamentary papers, legislation, 
UK official publications, EEC official publications, inter- 
national or foreign official publications, press comment, and 
catalogued and miscellaneous library material. 


Special Interest Group 


A Special Interest Group (SIG) has recently been established 
by the Institute of Information Scientists, to cater for people 
who wish to or are employing word processors and micro- 
computers in information handling. Membership is open to 
both members and non-members of the Institute. Fees have 
provisionally been fixed at £3 and £5 respectively but these 
have still to be approved by Council.

Reviews 

American men and women of science: the physical and bio- 
logical Sciences, 14th edition. 8 vols. Epping: Bowker, 1979 
£278.00 per set, £37.00 per vol. ISBN 0 8352 1118 5 


It is hoped that this enthusiastic, if some what tardy 
review of this important work, may bring the attention of 
librarians to this publication yet again following the publicity 
received at the time of its publication in December 1979. 

It is not an easy publication to review; it is a classic in the 
biographical directory field, now in its 14th edition. Most 
potential users would be aware of its existence, and many 
may forgo purchase only because of the seemingly high 
price. The preface of the 8 volume set which comprises the 
14th edition which costs £278.00 (the 13th edition published 
in February 1977 was £190), indicates that the work is to be 
compiled on a three year revision cycle so purchasers need not 
fear that this expensive tool will be superseded immediately. 

Again there is an increase in the number of entries, up to 
130,500 scientists in physical, biological, mathematical, 
engineering and computer sciences; and the criteria for their 
inclusion is fully described in the preface. The main entries 
are arranged alphabetically, and each entry includes full name, 
place and date of birth, degrees, membership of societies, 
research interests and a mailing address. 

The final volume contains the discipline and geographic 
indexes. The categories of the discipline index have been 
reduced from 79 to 65 broad subject sections including 
engineering and technology, a category covered in this work 
for the first time in this edition. These subject sections have 
further subdivisions. 

Each scientist can appear under a maximum of 2 subjects 
in the discipline index. The geographic index is arranged by 
country, with the USA,further subdivided by state and town. 
This index is for use in tracing scientists' work locations and 
so those listed under the UK are not British, but are American 
scientists working in the UK. This directory is an important 
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one, and serves to expose a sad lack of a similar publication 
concerning the UK. Perhaps it would not be inappropriate to 
quote from a review (in New Scientist 6th January 1977, 

p. 28) of the 13th edition which expressed the hope that the 
Americans may consider extending their obvious skills to 
covering the UK. A working copy is available for reference 
in the Aslib Information Services Department. 


Directory of Japanese Scientific Periodicals Tokyo: National 
Diet Library, 1979. 

Japanese publications are often underused, for two major 
reasons, which are, problems in identification and locating the 
material, and the language barrier which raises the question, 
should we invest in a translation? 

There is a new edition of Directory of Japanese Scientific 
Periodicals, a listing of 8901 titles of current periodicals, 

‘which will give assistance in dealing with the first of those 
problems. The main entries are classified according to UDC. 
Each entry includes the title, publisher, date of commencement, 
and frequency in both English and Japanese, and an indication 
of whether the publication contains English summaries of the 
articles. The index is all in Roman script and provides a guide 
to the useful information contained in the main entries. 

; The Information Services Department uses this tool 
extensively in its bibliographic verification activities, especially 
those in connection with the input to the Aslib Index to 
Unpublished Translations, and it would be available for re- 
ference to any interested prospective purchaser. Aslib can also 
offer assistance with the second of the problems raised, by 
informing its corporate members of a translation if one has 
already been made, or by recommending a suitable translator 
from the Aslib Index of Specialist Translators. 


Higher Education Learning Programmes Information Service 
(HELPIS) Catalogue, 6th ed. London: British Universities 
Film Council, 1980. £8.50. ISBN 0 901299 26 X 


The Higher Education Learning Programmes Information 
Service (HELPIS) Catalogue is subtitled a catalogue of audio- 
visual materials intended for degree-level use produced in 
institutions of higher education in the United Kingdom. This 
6th edition lists 1523 such items, over 400 more than appear 
in the last edition, HELP/S 5. However this is in fact a slight 
decrease on previous editions, and is due partly to the stricter 
‚criteria for inclusion which the British Universities Film 
Council (BUFC], who publish the catalogue, now employ and 

: partly-to the effect of economic difficulties on universities 
and polytechnics. 

Each entry in the catalogue is reproduced more or less as 
reported by the contributing institutions and neither the 
accuracy of the descriptions nor the quality or suitability of 
materials have been verified by the BUFC. Nevertheless, the 
entries are generally quite full and include both bibliographic 
and technical details of the material, together with, in some 
cases, suggestions for an intended audience. 

Entries in HELP/S 6 are arranged by the Universal Decimal 
Classification (UDC) Scheme and indexed by the PRECIS 
system. To aid the user an outline of the main divisions of 
UDC is given before the classified list of materials. Title and 
subject indexes follow this section. A list of distributors' 

-addresses is also provided. However, it is useful to note that 
many of the items listed are available for preview at the 
Audio-Visual Reference Centre at the BUFC. Such items 
are indicated by a mark at the end of relevant entries. 

Finally, appended to this publication are a listing, arranged 
under broad subject headings, of other catalogues of audio-- 
visual resources, and a description of the BUFC, its activities 
and publications. The HELPIS Catalogue is available in both 
hardcopy and microfiche, and the BUFC is also considering 
making this catalogue information available through BLAISE, 
the automated information service of British Library's 
Bibliographic Services Division, possibly to the demise of the 
printed edition. 


A hard copy edition of HELPIS 6 is held by the Infor- 
mation Services Department at Aslib and is available for 
reference upon request. 


Voluntary Organizations. An NCVO Directory 1980/81. 
London: Bedford Square Press, 1980. 0 7199 10382 


Announcing the 1980/81 edition of Voluntary Social 
Services which bears the new title Voluntary Organizations. 
Produced by the National Council for Voluntary Organi- 
zations, this new edition of the directory contains infor- 
mation on over 500 organisations each of which could be 
described as 'a self-governing body of people who have joined 
together voluntarily to take action for the betterment of the 
community.' Organizations which fit this description include 
voluntary organizations, charity and pressure groups. The 
entries are arranged alphabetically by name of the organi- 
zation for easy reference. Each organization's entry gives its 
address, director's or secretary's name, date of foundation, 
summaries of objectives and activities and the title of its 
principal publications. 

A new feature of the latest edition is a thematic index 
which categorises the interests and services of the organi- 
zations listed into broad sections such as community develop- 
ment, family and parental welfare. The compilers hope that 
this will enable the user to identify those organizations of 
interest to him easily and quickly. 

Perhaps the main criterion for inclusion is that the organi? 
zation must operate on a national basis and would therefore 
welcome enquiries from anywhere in the UK. Entries are not 
restricted to organizations that have charitable status. 

The information is well presented and, with its alphabetical 
arrangement of entries and easy-to-use index, this directory. 
should be indispensible for anybody who ever needs to trace 
a voluntary or charitable organization. A copy of this publi- 
cation is available for reference in the Information Services 
Department at Aslib.

Alec King was for 32 years in charge of the printed music 
collection in the British Museum, was a past president of the 
International Association of Music Libraries and the Royal 
Musical Association, and cultivated a broad range of interests, 
some of which are represented here by essays on Mozart and 
Meyerbeer. The fifteen authors are friends and colleagues of 
Alec King, and their contributions centre upon the history 
and processes of music publishing; the literature of music; 
collections and collectors; and music bibliography and: 
librarianship, the essays arranged.in loose chronological 
order from the Baroque to the present day, and varying 
in tone from Alan Tyson's erudite, "The origins of Mozart's 
Heint Quartet KA58' to Brian Redfern's down-to-earth and 
valuable chapter on 'Problems in teaching the bibliography 
of music’. For librarians, the essays of prime interest will 
be the latter, together with Barry Brook's investigation of 
the music library thematic catalogue, a necessary tool if the 
legacy of the musical past is to be properly available to 
modern research.

When SAPILL was established in 1977 it soon discovered a 
wide diversity of practice among the London University 
libraries regarding interlending, that there was little informa- 
tion about this practice and that the level of inter-lending 
within the University was low. These discoveries prompted 
this report. Part 1, after a brief historical résumé of the 
national interlending scene, describes the survey, which 
was carried out in March 1978 by means of a questionnaire 
circulated to 64 libraries, to which 63 responded. The 
findings are analysed in depth, facts interspersed with 
illuminating comments from the librarians concerned. Among 
the recommendations are an 'exchange of experience' seminar, 
training programmes in bibliographical sources, an investi- 
gation into charging, and a comparison of the relative costs of 
supplying material on inter-library loan or referring the reader 
to another library. Part 2 contains the questionnaire and all 
the relevant statistics, including the grades of those involved 
with inter-library loans. This report will interest all university 
librarians involved in inter-library lending via BLLD or within 
a particular university.

This book describes itself as a sightseeing tour of the post- 
industrial information society and the new electronic media 
which create this society. Twenty chapters introduce computer 
networks, home computers, teletext and viewdata, satellite 
communication, video games, discs and cassettes, holograms 
optical fibres, microforms, electronic mail, facsimile trans- 
mission and teleconferencing, discussing each topic in terms 
comprehensible to the layman. The expert will learn nothing 
new here about his speciality, as this book is for the uninitiated 
reader who will gain a brief acquaintance with the universe of 
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electronic media, and be led to discover particular areas of 
interest in more specialized publications. Potential 'sight- 
seers' will be primarily from the information, media and 
communications industries. The survey has an easy, journa- 
listic style, is international in scope contains many startling 
facts and forecasts (video-libraries in 1984) raises issues of 
privacy and the "leisure society', and above all poses many 
questions: why should we travel? go to school? use paper? 
use money? and so on. Terms used such as 'the wired city', 
‘the computer peace corps’ or ‘warehouses of information’ - 
may sound futuristic but Vedin reveals that they are already 
far from being fantasy.

Publishing by institutions and societies has developed 
largely from the need to service the specialized information 
requirements of their members.

* Organization and control of local government planning 
documentation 


Barry Nuttall (Leeds Polytechnic Library and Chairman, 
ATPG) has completed his research project into local govern- 
ment planning documentation. The research consisted of a 
series of visits to the planning departments of local 
authorities in Yorkshire, Cleveland and Humberside to 
discover practices and problems in the publication of infor- 
mation. These visits revealed that very few authorities have the 
necessary administration to promote effective publication of 
their documents. The report also examines the poor coverage 
of local government documents by five selected indexing and 
abstract services. 

Three possible areas of. improvement were identified and 
these are discussed in detail. The first is an improvement by 
local authorities themselves in the publication practices and 
policies and a more professional approach to making infor- 
mation available. The second area lies in improved coverage 


| 
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by indexing and abstract journals. A third practical improve- 
ment would be the creation of'a national agency for biblio- 
graphical control of local government documentation. The 
research is reported in British Library Research and Develop- 
ment Department report no. 5566 which is not published but 
deposited at BLLD.

Library Association Working Party on European Communities 
Publications 


A further meeting of this Working Party took place at the 
Library Association on 14 January 1981. This followed the 
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meeting, which was held in November of last year, when the 

-Working Party met with Mr Clausen, Mr Gaskell, Mr Gibb and 
Mr Perry from thé Consultative Committee on Publications of 
the Commission of the European Communities together with 
Mr Pau from the London Office of the CEC, 

After outlining their respective roles the members of the 
CEC delegation spoke of future developments in publications 
policy. A frank discussion of a general nature following the 
broad outline of the LA document prepared by the Working 
Party took place and it was agreed to follow this general 
discussion with more talks on problems of a specific nature 
at a future date. . 

The Working Party has identified a number of specific 
areas for action. Amongst these are to: 

(1) Obtain a check list of what each European Docu-

Chemical Abstracts 


Chemical Abstracts now contains a new patent index that 
provides extended identification of all chemical patents pro- 
cessed by Chemical Abstracts Service and indicates the various 
stages of patent examination represented by the documents. 

The expanded patent index, which appears both in the 
weekly issues of CA and as part of the semiannual volume 
indexes, contains patent number entries for both new patent 
documents abstracted in CA during the period covered by the 
index and patent documents processed during the period that 
are equivalent or related to patents abstracted earlier. Each 
time new equivalent or related patent is referenced, a complete 
listing of all patent documents in the ‘family’ of documents 
on the invention appears at the entry for the abstracted 


patent. The new patent index enables a searcher to find infor- . 


mation on all issued patent documents on a particular 
invention in a single index.

In response to many 
requests from law librarians, the index to the schedules 
is being recast as an Index-Thesaurus, so that it could be used 
for compiling subject catalogues or indexes of books and 
articles. Used together, the classification schedule and the 
index-thesaurus will provide librarians with a very practical 
tool for the subject organization and retrieval of legal 
information.

Braille experiments 


A developmental laboratory for testing innovations in 
braille production has been established at the American 
Foundation for the Blind (AFB) in New York City.

The purpose of the project is to improve pro- 
duction of reading materials for 22,000 blind people reading 
Library of Congress braille books and magazines.

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Braille production methods range from slow and cumber- 
some embossing to computer production. The developmental 
laboratory will examine existing and developing technologies 
particularly in relation to computer production of high-grade 
braille. `

Reviews 


World guide to abbreviations of organizations edited by 
F. A. Buttress, Glasgow: Blackie, 1981. ISBN 0 249 44159 4. 
£40.00. 

The sixth edition of this reference book is now available 
and contains 50% more entries than the previous edition. 
Improved coverage of organizations in the countries of the 
European Economic Community and the African countries 
accounts for a large proportion of the new entries. 

Any publication of this nature must necessarily be selective. 
This publication however, gives no indication of the policy 
used to select items for inclusion. It is therefore not clear why 
organizations such as the Institute of Chartered Accountants 
(ICA) and the National Computing Centre (NCC) have been 
excluded while smaller organizations have been included. 
There is also apparently no rule regarding organizations which 
have changed their name and abbreviation. For example the 
Chartered Institute of Transport (formerly the Institute of 
Transport) is entered under both abbreviations with no cross- 
reference between the two while the Council for Small 
Industries in Rural Areas has a cross reference from the 
abbreviation for the former title of Rural Industries Bureau. 
Some organizations e.g. Institute of Data Processing Manage- 
ment and the Royal Society of Chemistry have entries under 
their former titles only. 
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Once again the addresses of the organizations, which would 
have made this a more useful, although much more expensive, 
publication, have been omitted. Except in the case of inter- 
national organizations the country of origin is given where it 
differs from the language of entry. Details of publications 
which augment the coverage of this book and, in many cases, 
also give the addresses of organizations, are given in the 
bibliographies. A copy of the book is held in the Information 
Services Department and is available for reference at Aslib. 


A guide to British government publications by Frank Rodgers. 
New York: H. W. Wilson, 1980. ISBN 0 8242 0617 7. 

Initially, the chauvinistic reader may find it galling that this 
book should have been written by an American, however if the 
aversion is overcome, the reader will discover a well researched, 
readable and informative work. The author spent much time 
in the UK researching the book and the list of acknowledge- 
ments contains the names of many estimable British Librarians. 

The work aims to present a broad view of the publications 
released by British government departments and related 
agencies. Although the main focus is on central departments, 
a fairly liberal interpretation of the status of official and quasi- 
official bodies has been made, and a number of these are 
included where they have a substantial publishing output. 

Following a general introduction to the British Constitution 
and a broad description of the organization of government 
publishing activity, the book is divided into 2 other sections 
one dealing with parliamentary publications and the other 
with those produced by other agencies. 

The parliamentary section describes publication of material 
emanating from within the Palace of Westminster, including a 
chapter on parliamentary committees. The activities and publi- 
cations of a few of the more important committees are 
described more fully. The section concerned with other 
agencies is subdivided by broad subject areas including 
Financial Control, Central Control and Industrial Resources; 
each section usually, but not always, relating to one depart- 
ment or ministry; and commencing with an overview of the: 
history of the department or ministry involved, followed. by 
descriptions of publishing within the agencies which relate 
to it, and listing selected publications. 

The broad layout is clear and in many cases a reader investi- 
gating one agency would not need to use the substantial 50 
page main index. The Index is in one sequence of abbreviations, 
authors, titles, subjects and departments and it would be  . 
possible for a user to become confused by the entries, although 
some attempt has been made to distinguish between 
entries by using different type-faces. Within the text the 
casual reader would need to take care of the not always clear 
distinction between annotations relating to specific publi- 
cations, and the main text of the work. 

The book achieves a very useful purpose in containing a 
substantial amount of historical material relating to the 
evolution of, and relationships between the various British 
government departments and agencies, however, sadly will 
often be overlooked as a source of this type of information 
due to its title. Its stated aim is to give details of publications, 
which it does, but for each agency described it is not always 
clear whether the total publishing output is listed, or if not, 
the basis for selection, this hindering its effectiveness as a 
bibliographic tool. Another criticism is the omission of infor- 
mation regarding sources of supply of the publications listed. 
A full list would be unnecessary but a reader not accustomed 
to British government publishing would not find it easy to 
trace the addresses of some of the agencies.

This is the final volume in the series: Information through 
the printed word. The volume is divided into 3 parts, and the 
first part completes an inquiry into book publishing by 
presenting an analysis of books published in 8 different years 
in a variety of subject fields. The study of journal publishing 
in volume 2, is supplemented by the second part of this 
volume, which deals with the costs incurred, and gross ` 
margins obtained by up to 86 scientific and scholarly journals 
published by learned societies, university presses and com- 
mercial publishers. The concluding section deals with 
'Bibliographic services abstracting and indexing', which is a 
survey of the scope, structure and market of the industry. 
Listed are 23 characteristics of abstracting and indexing 
publications, which include content, subscription prices, cost 
breakdowns and numbers of abstracts provided. Revealing 
facts for book publishing are the findings regarding differences 
in costs, prices and gross margins for university presses and 
commercial publishers. In the case of journals, new findings 
regarding the effect on gross margins of revenues obtained 
from subscriptions relative to those from advertising and 
page charges, are discussed. 


Signposts for archaeological publication: a guide to good 
practice in the presentation and printing of archaeological 
periodicals and monographs. 2nd ed. Council for British 
Archaeology. London: the Council, 1979, 36p. ISBN 0 

. 900312 939. 

This pamphlet has sections on production, which covers 
such subjects as composition and proofs, estimates, including 
. pricing and sizing, presentation and standardization. Deposit 
copies and copyright laws are outlined and a section on sales 
and other possible outlets is included. There is also a useful 
bibliography and glossary of printing terms. The appendices 
provide the Council for British Archaeology list of abbrevi- 
ated titles of current periodicals, and notes for authors. 


Videotex in Europe, proceedings of the conference, 
Luxembourg 19—20 July 1979. Edited by Carlo Vernimb 
and William Skyvington. Oxford: Learned Information, 
1980. 247p. ISBN 0 904933 22 9. 

Proceedings of a conference organized by the Commission 
of European Communities, held in Luxembourg on 19—20 
July 1979. 

The areas of videotex covered include its development both 
within and outside the Community, its compatibility with 
Euronet, the market within the community, and market for 
business terminals, standards for text communication, 
character sets for the communication of text, technological 
environment and competitive and complementary tech- 
nologies of videotex. The paper on videotex display and 
information access is well illustrated with both coloured and 
black and white plates. 

The texts of the three discussion sessions on various 
aspects of videotex are included. There is also a useful termi- 
nology section which provides general definitions of videotex, 
and then existing videotex systems are outlined. There is 
also a section on operational or planned services (at the time 
of publishing). Lists of conference participants are also 
provided. 


The computerization of society: a report to the President of 
France, by Simon Nora and Alain Minc. English translation 
by Massachusetts Institute of Technology. London: MIT 
Press, 1980. 186p. ISBN 0 262 14031 4. £7.75. 

Originally published as L'informatisation de la société 
.by La Documentation Francaise in 1978, this report was 
prepared on thé orders of Valéry Giscard d'Estaing and aimed 
at stimulating thinking on how the computerization of 


society should be carried out. It terms the growing inter- 
connection between computers and telecommunications 
telematics (télématique), explores the implications of this 
new technology and proposes a unified national policy to 
deal with impending changes. The following aspects are con- 
sidered: the challenges — telematics and new growth, new power 
games, national independence; points of support — telecom- 
munications, the government and other participants in 
information processing, the computerization of government 
information; questions for the future — will a computerized 
Society be a society of cultural conflicts? — planning for an 
uncertain future: socializing information. Summaries are 
given of the appendices and supporting documents to the 
original report and there is a substantial glossary of data 
communications terms. Daniel Bell contributes an intro- 
duction in which he traces the recent development of tele- 
matics and places the report in its context of the French 
political system. Comparisons with and implications for the 
situation in the USA are drawn. 

The seemingly very literal translation of the formal French 
style does not facilitate comprehension. 


Computers for libraries. Jennifer E. Rowley. London: 
Bingley, 1980. 159p. £4.50. ISBN 0 85157 298 7. (Outlines 
of modern librarianship.) 

The volume provides a good overview of the current scene 
of computers in libraries. Chapter 1 is an introduction to 
computers and their uses in libraries. The following chapter 
deals with the planning and design of computerized library 
systems and discusses the various phases of operation. Chapter 
3 deals with computer systems and consideration is given to 
external or auxiliary stores, input and output devices, com- 
puter processing, networks, wordprocessors and minicomputers 
and microprocessors. There is a useful table included which is 
a comparison of the main features of mainframe and mini- 
computers. Information structure and software is discussed in 
the following chapter. Consideration is given to databases and 
computerized information storage and retrieval systems in the 
following two chapters. The seventh chapter is devoted to 
current awareness services, and examples of SDI profiles and 
systems are given. Retrospective searching is discussed and 
part of the chapter outlines some of the search systems avail- 
able. The ninth chapter is devoted to printed indexes and 
discusses the various types. The following two chapters deal 


. With library house keeping operations and acquisition, 


ordering and cataloguing, systems. Two chapters deal with 
circulation control and document delivery systems, and 
discuss the principles of circulation control, the components 
of a computerized circulation control system and also pro- 
vide examples of computerized circulation contro! systems. 
The concluding chapter deals with serials control. Each 
chapter has a useful list of further reading.

A comparative evaluation of alternative systems for the 
provision of effective access to periodical literature: 

a report to the National Commission on Libraries and 
Information Science by Arthur D. Little, Inc. Washington: 
NCLIS, 1979. [115p]. 

Reports a 6-week project providing a technical and 
economic analysis of 3 possible ways of providing access to 
the historical periodicals literature. The 3 possibilities are: 
(a) a non-intervention approach, no federal legislation to 
subsidise a National Periodicals System or Centre; (b) 
creation of a centralized single-collection National Periodi- 
cals Centre as described in the Burgundy Book (1978); 

(c) creation of a subsidized utility offering locations and 
performing request switching. The analysis uses 3 sets of 
criteria: service-related, cost and cost-benefit related and 
social, long-term considerations. Cost economics by them- 
selves do not provide a rationale for adopting (b) or (c); 
there are criteria of greater importance.

It is designed to meet the needs of 
libraries (a) specializing in Canadian materials; (b) using 
Library of Congress Subject Headings but requiring additional 
or alternative headings to meet the Canadian situation; (c) 
using subject headings unique to their own needs but with 
supplementary material of general Canadian interest. |t is 
prepared in accordance with LC principles and practice 
(though should be easily usuable by those unfamiliar with 
LC subject headings) and is based on examination of the 
catalogues of a range of libraries, from large public to 
highly specialized. As well as headings dealing with Canadian 
topics in detail it includes a selection from various fields 
where there is.a considerable body of Canadian material 
(eg mines and mineral resources). It includes name headings 
but no personal names. Its relationship to its predecessor,

Hints to Exporters ` - 


The Chairman of AEBIG wrote to the British Overseas 
Trade Board voicing the Group's concern over the limited 
availablilty to libraries of the Hints to Exporters series of 
booklets. Only those libraries which subscribed when a charge 
was introduced seemed to be receiving copies now. The 
B.O.T.B. replied as follows: 


‘The constraint on the distribution of the booklets in com- 
mon with other changes in the Government's export services, 
stems, as | am sure you appreciate, from the need to reduce 
public expenditure. In effect we now have a more limited 
budget — in terms of copies of 'Hints to Exporters' available 
— than was previously so. In these circumstances it is necessary 
to restrict the booklets primarily to those who have a specific 
and immediate need, ie exporters planning overseas business 
visits. Even so, our total distribution is well in excess of 
100,000 copies a year. 

At the same time we recognised the desirability of having 
some copies available at local, business, reference centres and 
to meet this point we have continued to supply sets to 
Chambers of Commerce and to over 250 public libraries. It 
is true that we have tended to confine issues to libraries to 
those which previously purchased copies (a useful test of their 
local value), but we are not inflexible in this respect; we are 
always ready to consider a request from a public library 
which, for example, has extended its facilities to include a 
commercial section for the benefit of local business interests. 

Although there is no immediate prospect of a relaxation 
of the current restrictions on the distribution of 'Hints to 
Exporters' booklets, we are grateful for your interest and for 
letting us know your views.’

The classificatory approach to thesaurus construction has 
been taken a step further in the new BS/ ROOT Thesaurus 
produced by the Technical Help to Exporters Department of 
the British Standards Institution. The subject display section 
of the thesaurus shows the terms in classified order, in much 
the style of Thesaurofacet. The judicious use of facet indicators 
with changes of type style and indentation clarify the relation- 
ships between terms and help to define the scope of each.

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Full cross-references are shown to related descriptors in other 
schedules or arrays. All these features encourage consistent 
usage by indexers and-searchers. 

The thesaurus is held on computer and a unique suite of 
programs has been developed to generate the alphabetical 
list automatically from the subject display schedules. The 
machine derives information about the relationships between 
terms, from their layout and liberal cross-references, and is 
able to provide each descriptor in the alphabetical list with 
its complete set of broader, narrower and related terms. 

The advantage of this systematic construction method is 
that it simplifies the process of updating and expansion. 
After amendments are inserted on the file a whole new subject 
display and corresponding alphabetical list can be generated 
automatically. In a similar way variants of the parent thesaurus 
can easily be produced, omitting whole sections and incor- 
porating extra details in others. ©

The nationwide provision and use of information: Aslib/11S/ 
LA Joint Conference 15—19 September 1980, Sheffield. 
London: the Library Association, 1981. 414p. £12.50. 
ISBN 0 85365 563 4. 

The presidential address given by Professor Saunders at the 
conference was entitled ‘Information: the unscarce resource’ 
and it outlined current and future developments in the area 
of information provision. 

The twenty-seven papers of the main sessions of the confe- 
rence were presented during five sessions entitled 'information 
provision’, ‘user needs, wants and demands’, ‘changes and 
constraints’, ‘policies for the future’. The closing session looked 
to the future with papers on ‘professionalism and the future’ 
by D. J. Foskett, and ‘Information for a dynamic economy’ 
by Sir Montague Finniston. Included with'the papers of the 
closing session is the vote of thanks to the City and University 
of Sheffield by Monty Hyams. 

The papers presented at the eleven group sessions are also 
given. These, some of them joint group sessions, covered com- 
munity services, new technology, online systems in public and 
special libraries, research and the public library, modern 
information processes and their value to young people, index- 
ing, business information and its availability outside London, 
éducation for information work in the eighties, industrial 


. records and lastly the policies of library and information 


services. . 
It is interesting to note that the proceedings are indexed as 
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it was felt the volume could become ‘a work of reference by 
virtue both of the number and variety of papers.’ The index 
compiled by L. J. Taylor is not comprehensive, as it was 
thought unnecessary, but lists the main and subordinate themes 
of each paper.

5,500 acronyms are listed in this directory, approximately 
2,000 being international in origin. The preface states 'nine 
categories of acronyms are represented: associations, societies 
and organizations in the library, information and computer 
sciences; commonly used terms from these fields; meetings, 


conferences and workshops of a continuing nature; publications, 


including books, journals and data tapes; libraries and informa- 
tion centers; information-related government agencies; com- 
mercial firms; consortia, networks and systems and research or 
experimental projects and services'. 

The acronyms are arranged alphabetically and each entry 
consists of the acronym, full name of acronym and a brief 
annotation providing further identifying information. The 
information provided in the annotation is dependent on the 
category of acronym. The index comprises key words or key 
phrases, extracted from the full names or acronyms. Both full 
names and acronyms are supplied as subentries under the 
appropriate key words or phrases. A geographic list of abbrevia- 
tions is also included. 


Microform market place 1980—1981: an international direc- 
tory of micropublishing: edited by Ardis Voegelin — Carleton. 
Westport, Conn. and London: Microform Review and Mansell, 
1980.

A directory of micropublishers primarily in the United 
States, but other countries are included. 

Entries include the name, address and telephone number of 
the publishers, key personnel, microformats supplied, micro- 
publication programmes and subject speciality. Also included 
is a subject index which lists publishers under the subject 
supplied. The geographic index lists publishers within states in 
America and countries. The fourth section deals with mergers, 
acquisitions and name changes, while the following section 
lists. organizations concerned with educational aspects of the 
use of microforms. The penultimate section is a short annotated 
list of sources useful to any library considering microforms for 
their stock. The last section is a directory of people connected 
with microforms, and is arranged by the name of person, and 
an address and telephone number is provided. 


New technology and developments in the communication of 
research during the 1980s. A. J. Meadows. Leicester: University 
of Leicester, Primary Communications Research Centre, 1980. 
40p. £2.50. (BLRDR 5562) ISBN 0 906083 125. 

The report presents Professor Meadows' personal assessment 
of the effect of new technology upon research communication 
within the next decade. 

The strength and weaknesses of existing systems are 
examined, and then the ways in which new technology will 
bring about changes in research communications are considered. 
Various types of research communication such as articles, 
abstract journals, electronic journals and research monographs 
are discussed. Another topic covered is the effect of new 
technology on communication boundaries. The role of 
publishers, booksellers, research libraries and information 
officers in the utilization of technology is considered, and the 
various forms of regulation of technology are outlined. Possible 
reactions and effects of new technology on individuals and 
institutions are discussed. 

The report concludes with an analysis of the topics covered, 
which is intended.to provoke discussion, which the author 
hopes will enable bodies to plan ahead for research communica- 
tions in the 1980s. The analysis produced a list of possible 
areas in research communication where currently available 
information may be insufficient for forward planning: 
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First steps in librarianship, 5th ed. K. C. Harrison. London:

The first edition of this guide to librarianship was published 
thirty years ago; and it is now in its fifth edition, which indi- 
cates the need for it. The framework followed for this volume, 
is the same as for previous editions, but the work has been 
completely rewritten to encompass the worldwide develop- 
ments in librarianship during the seven years since the previous 
edition was published. Subjects covered include national, 
academic and special libraries, public libraries, how libraries 
are governed and financed, resource sharing between libraries, 
Library Associations, personnel management in libraries, library 
departments, the content and organization of libraries, and refe- 
rence materials and bibliographies. Also included in the volume 
is a useful list of further reading and a list of abbreviations.

The thesaurus was developed as a searching aid for the 
retrieval of information from the Aqualine database. It has 
however much wider possible uses, as a reference work of terms 
in the water field, and as a thesaurus for use in other institu- 
tions. 

It comprises 70,000 index terms; 38,000 being preferred 
terms, and 32,000 non-preferred terms. Subjects covered in- 
clude water resources and supplies, quality of water, analysis 
and treatment of water, underground distribution, sewage, 
industrial effluents, and the effects of pollution. The thesaurus 
is divided into three sections: general subject terms, trade 
names and taxonomic names. The Assassin software package 
was used to prepare the thesaurus, which enables it to be ex- 
panded and developed as new terms are derived. 


Management for librarians: fundamentals and issues. John R. 
Rizzo. London: Aldwych Press, 1980. 339p. £19.95. : 
ISBN 0 86172 0091. 

The author states in the preface (p. xiii) that ‘the book is 
more about management than it is about libraries’. In the book, 
he attempts to demonstrate to librarians that many aspects of 
management can be applied to librarianship. 

The thirteen chapters cover the managerial role, organiza- 
tional effectiveness and efficiency, planning and objectives 
management, productivity and accountability, control of staff, 
the organization, motivation in organizations, groups within 
organizations, staffing problems, employee appraisal for per- 
formance and development, employee training, and lastly” 
leadership. 

In the bibliographic essay, the author states his reasons for 
the selection of material and writing of the volume. Also in- 
cluded are name and subject indices. It is illustrated with 
eighteen figures, and references for additional readings are 
provided at the end of each chapter. 


A conservation bibliography for librarians, archivists and 
administrators. Carolyn Clark Morrow and Steven B. Schoenly. 
Troy, New York: Whiston Publishing, 1979. 217p. $18.50. 
ISBN 0 87875 170 X. 

This volume is an attempt to bring together the diverse lite-- 
rature of book and document conservation. The selection of 
literature for inclusion in the work was based on two criteria, 
the first being that it had appeared since 1966, the year of the 
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flood in Florence, when conservators worldwide participated 
in salvage of documents. The second criterion was the applica- 
bility of the citations to the major themes and problems in the 
field. 

The bibliography is divided into three parts. The first part 
is a classified, annotated bibliography divided into five sections 
covering conservation and administration, environmental 
protection, information preservation, conservation techniques 
and lastly general works. Entries are arranged in reverse chrono- 
logical order within each section. 

Part two is a comprehensive bibliography of literature since 
1966. Citations are listed alphabetically and entries included in 
part one are repeated in this section. There is a subject index 
to part two which covers topics more specifically than in the 
first part of the bibliography.

Book selection: an introduction to principles and practice.

This work was first published in 1971, and is intended as a 
basic introduction to book selection and provision. The text 
has been completely rewritten and each chapter deals with a 
specific aspect of book selection, and the differing cases that 
occur in public, special and academic libraries are considered 
in each chapter. 

|. The first three chapters consider book selection policies, 
standards, and the effects of library management on book 
provision. The fourth chapter discusses users, and the limita- 

, tions of surveys into user needs. Principles of stock selection 
are considered in the following chapter and selection criteria 
and methods are outlined. An outline of procedures to be 
followed for stock revision is provided in the sixth chapter, 
while the logistics of stock provision are dealt with in the 

. following chapters. Chapter eight deals with weeding of stock, 
and considers the criteria for weeding. 

‘The problems of fiction and its selection are dealt with in 

the following chapter, while the provision of discs, tapes, films, 
video productions, slides, reproductions, photographs, micro- 
forms and-maps are considered in the tenth chapter. The 
chapter entitled 'special materials' covers the provision of 
periodicals, foreign language material, out of print books and 
paperbacks. 

~ The final.chapter deals with the relationships between the 
book trade and libraries and includes a section on the Net 
Book Agreement and library licence. Each chapter has a list of 
references, and list of suggested readings at the end.

The volume is à compilation of papers presented at a confe- 
rence on marketing of scientific and technical information 

. held at the Graduate School of Business of the University of 
Pittsburgh. The volume is divided into five sections, each of 
which has an introduction to the concepts discussed, and a 
short list of references. The introductory section provides a 
state of the art in scientific and technical information market- 
ing; and also describes the problems of marketing and specu- 
lates on the directions that research may take in resolving the 
problems. 

The second section deals with scientific and technical 
information users and markets. The concept of scientific and 
technical information as a 'product' is discussed in the third 
section; and the concept of ‘product planning’ is outlined. 
Guidelines are presented for the effective use of marketing 
information. 

Distribution of séientitic and technical information is out- 
lined in the next section. The final section includes papers that 
report the results of empirical studies and those that speculate 
on research questions and issues requiring further investigation. 
The text is well illustrated with tables and illustrations, and 
there is a list of participants at the conference.

This second edition of a work previously published in 1971, 
is vastly expanded with an extra 322 pages, and comprises a - 
comparative listing of two controlled medical vocabularies. 

The format of,the volume is identical to the first edition. It 
is divided into three sections, the first section being a MeSH/ 
Library of Congress listing. The alphabetical sequence is deter- 
mined by the /ndex Medicus MeSH, and the Library of Congress 
headings follow the same alphabetical sequence. The arrange- 
ment of the entries includes bold type for the MeSH headings, 
with the equivalent term used by the Library of Congress in 
lighter type and lower case, on the right hand side of the page. 
Lighter type is also used for cross references and related terms. 
Aipha-numeric symbols included in the MeSH headings refer 
to the categorized lists section, which are not included in the 
volume, but can be found in the original MeSH volume. A 
list of categories and subcategories is included at the end of 
the volume. The second section provides a subheading listing 
which presents MeSH subheadings with Library of Congress 
equivalents. The concluding section is a Library of Congress/ 
MeSH listing which lists Library of Congress Subject headings 
with MeSH equivalents which do not fall into the previous 
alphabetical sequence. The volume is easy to scan due to the 
layout and differing type faces of the entries. 


Directory of health sciences libraries in the United States 1979. 
Compiled and edited by Alan M. Rees and Susan Crawford, 
with the assistance of Margaret Henning. Cleveland, Ohio: Case 
Western Reserve University, Cleveland Health Sciences Library, 
1980. 335p. 

The previous edition of this work was published six years 
ago. The introduction provides some useful tables of figures. 
Table 1 shows databases for health science libraries in the 
United States, while the total number of health science libraries 
in 1969; 1973 and 1979 are shown in the following table. 


' Tables 3 and 4 indicate,the distribution of libraries by state, 


and rank the order of nine states with the largest number of 
libraries. The fifth table classifies libraries by the type of 
sponsoring organization. A comparison of the total number of 
personnel for 1969, 1973 and 1979 is given in Table 6, while 
a comparison of library resources in 1973 and 1979 is made in 
the last table. 

The entries in the main body of the directory are arranged 
alphabetically by state, and then city. Each entry comprises 
the name, address and telephone number of the institution, 
name of the director, type of sponsoring organization, services, 
number of staff, holdings, and in-house access to databases.

London directory of industry and commerce: purchaser’s 
guide to industry and commerce for London and the’ 
Home Counties. Kemp's Group Limited, 1981. £15.00. 


Garry Humphreys of the City Business Library writes: 

The long-established Kemp's London directory has now 
been published as the so-called ‘first edition’ of the London 
directory of industry and commerce with the claim that it 
is ‘sponsored by the London Industrial Centre’; indeed, it 
includes a foreword by the Leader of the Greater London 
Council (of which the Centre is a part) in which Sir Horace 
Cutler hopes the directory will provide a ‘comprehensive 
guide to London's skills and services’. Directory compilation 
evidently is not one of those skills and sponsorship by the 
LIC has been no guarantee of excellence. 

The book begins with thirty pages of informative 
descriptions of ‘authoritative bodies relating to London’ 
comprising national and local government departments, 
academic institutions, and associations; but the actual directory 
sections (alphabetical and classified) which form the greater 
part of the book (and will be the sections to which constant 
reference would be made) leave much to be desired in com- 
pleteness and accuracy. 

The headings relating to sources of further information are 
an illuminating example; there are no cross-references from 
one to another. ‘Chambers of commerce’ comprise five overseas 


` chambers in London, ten London boroughs’ chambers, but 


not the London Chamber of Commerce and Industry itself: 
‘Libraries’: one London borough library, the Science Reference. 
Library, three libraries of visual materials including a picture 


- library that does not, however, appear in the ‘Libraries— 


Photographic’ heading that follows, and ‘KPM Themes’ (a 
company listed without further elucidation); ‘Information , 
services’: one London borough service, two commercial 
bodies, the Building Centre, and one published indexing 
service; ‘Small firms information’: one local body,-but not 
even the Small Firms Information Centre itself. 

Some general headings with obviously large numbers of 
potentially relevant businesses list one name only, e.g. butchers, 
casual wear, leasing companies; ‘Men’s and boys’ wear’, two 
companies; ‘Departmental stores’, eight — half of them 
obscure, including the Salvationish (sic!) Publishing and 
Supplies Limited. All these are random examples. 

The directory is ‘sponsored’ (presumably with public - 
money) by the GLC and many firms have paid good money 
to have display advertisements. Sir Horace Cutler calls the 
directory ‘just one of a number of new initiatives being 
taken as part of the GLC's drive to promote and market 
London's advantages as an industrial and business location’. 
It is most earnestly hoped that it is not typical.

Draft code of Professional Ethics 


in October 1980 the Library Association published, for 
comment, a draft codé of professional ethics which, it proposed, 
should be binding upon its members. Aslib set up a Working 
Group to examine the implications of such a code for the ` 
corporate members of Aslib and the Working Group reported 
to the Aslib Council at its March meeting. 

As a result a statement, which is reprinted below, was sent 
to the Library Association in March, setting out the Council's 
views on the draft code as it exists at present. 


Comments by Aslib 


Aslib and the code 

1.1 Aslib, as a leading organization in the special library and 
information field has an interest in ensuring that any code 
of ethics or standards for the information professional 
should provide real guidance and assistance to those facing 
moral dilemmas arising out of professional situations. 

1.2 However, as an association of corporate organizations 
whose members are, in many instances, employers of 
Library Association members, we have a different perspec- 
tive on many areas covered by your draft code, and it is 
inevitable that we should seek to ensure that none of its 
provisions conflict with the interests of our members. 

1.3 Asan association of employers, we could not accept the 
code when finally adopted as automatically binding on 
our members. However, assuming that such a code con- 
tained nothing which might conflict with our members' 
interests, and that we believed it to be helpful, we would 
be prepared to give it our public support as ‘a good thing’. 


' The code and special library and information work 
2.1 Itis the belief of Aslib that the philosophy underlying 
the draft code derives from the open relationship of a 
professional service being offered to the public. This view 
is reinforced by the assumptions implicit in the Foreword 
and Introduction which relate to the librarian and the 
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citizen's rights and responsibilities in a democratic society. 
It is also our view that, in order to make the code applic- 
able in all situations (e.g. the inclusion of 4 and note 4.ii), 
compromises have had to be made which rob the code of 
its ability to provide clear guidance in many situations. 

2.2 We believe that many 'ethical' problems have been ex- 
perienced in the special library/information field about 
which the code provides no guidance at all. For example, 
although the client may be defined as the employing 
company, in practice a library is used by individual people. 
A librarian may be acting in the best interests of his 
client (employer) by withholding information from an 
individual group of individuals to their personal detriment. 

2.3 Furthermore, in the special library/information context 
much of the information handled is neither published nor 
intended for public use. This code makes no provision for 
those circumstances where information is of a proprietary 
nature. . i 

2.4 in the light of 2.1, 2.2, and 2.3, it is our view that the 
present draft code should be made binding only on 
members of the Library Association engaged in offering a 
service to the public. 

2.5 If, and only if, 2.4 is accepted, those compromise pro- 
visions included in the present draft to prevent conflict 
in special library circumstances could be dropped. 

2.6 Discussions with interested professional groups should be 
started to decide on the feasibility of a complimentary 
code of standards or ethics to provide guidance in the 
closed relationship of the professional in a special library 
context. ` 


The draft code’s provisions 

3.1 (Code clause 1) in the context of most special libraries the 
client can normally only be construed as the employing 
organization. Attempts to cater for this in clause 4 and note 
4.ii have succeeded only in introducing generalizations 
which might undermine the code’s helpfulness in the public 
sphere. If the client is held to be the employing organiza- 
tion then under the terms of clause 1 (‘the interests of the 
client take precedence over all other interests’), the code 
loses its ability to provide guidance in situations of 
potential conflict between employer and librarian. 

3.2 (Code clause 2) Despite the provisions of clause 4 and note 
4.ii, the provisions of clause 2 do not sufficiently acknow- 
ledge the existence of information of a proprietary nature, 
and the right to protect the privacy of certain sources. 

It is worth noting that the word ‘free’ is open to differ- 
ing interpretations. In the context of commercial services, 
this should only be interpreted as unfettered and non- 
discriminatory, rather than free from direct charges. 

3.3 (Note 4.i) In view of our comments in 3.1, it is doubtful 
whether the LA would be in a position to provide support 
for an individual member in dispute with his or her 
employer/client. 

3.4 (Clause 5) In the special library context is must be recog- 
nized that management has the right to monitor the 
activities of employees, including their use of service 
departments such as libraries. 

3.5 (Clause 10) We believe that this code should not be binding 
on Library Association members who are not acting in the 
public sphere. 


RESEARCH AND CONSULTANCY NEWS 


Two significant developments since Research and Con- 
sultancy last featured in these pages are that the Division has 
moved from Bedford Row to Belgrave Square, and that it has 
shrunk in size. There is, not surprisingly, a link between these 
two events. : 

' One of the main sources of income for the Division is the 
BLRDD research grant, and in 1980 the value of the grant was 
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severely reduced by inflation. No compensatory adjustment 
was possible and the result was that three research posts had 
to be lost. f ] 

As a further economy, it was desirable that we should 
abandon our comfortable quarters in W.C.1. With less staff, it 
became (just) possible to squeeze us all into Aslib head- 
quárters. There were also the inducement that closer contact 
with our colleagues in the service departments would be good 
for the development of Aslib. So, on 15 January, we moved. 


Research 


The latter part of 1980 saw an exceptional peak in report- 
writing activity. Tony Wight completed a report on the impact 
of new technology and its implications for library and informa- 
tion.manpower planning. This includes some intriguing glimpses 
of several possible futures, in which professional staff and the 
services they provide might be affected or displaced by new 
technology in various ways. 

Margaret Slater produced two reports. One marked the 
completion of her study of staff : user ratios in special libraries 
and information services. The results cover actual, potential, 
and theoretically possible user populations, in relation to 
total workforce or qualified staff in the information unit, so 
a variety of interesting ratios emerge. Margaret Slater's other 
report was on a small exploratory study of non-use, or to be 
more precise, of sub-optimal usage of industrial and commercial 
library-information services. The report's title, "The neglected 
resource', indicates the concern that has motivated work in 
this area. The ultimate aim is to identify the characteristics of 
non-users, and the reasons for non-use. Positive results were 
obtained from this initial project, and a full-scale study is now 
in progress. 

Catherine Sullivan and David Oliver produced two major 
reports on their Prestel research. One of these is a practical 
guidance manual on setting up and maintaining a Prestel 
database, which should be of great value to other information 
providers. The other contains results of their investigations of 
‘the use of Prestel as a reference tool in public libraries. This 
includes an interesting base-line study of the pattern of reference 
activity in the participating libraries before the Prestel sets 
were installed. 

Blaise Cronin reported on his study of the desirability and 
feasbility of establishing a UK national graphics resource 
centre — that is, a centre concerned with the design, produc- 
tion, marketing and distribution of library graphics on a 
nationwide basis. 

Turning now to current work (other than what has been 
mentioned above), good progress has been made with our 
evaluation of a microcomputer-based IR package as a means 
of teaching secondary school pupils the basic principles of 
computer-based information retrieval. The package (acronym 
SIR) is now operational and at the time of writing (March 
1981) is installed in four schools, all of which have been 
provided with a small database containing material that should 
be relevant to their project work. Other schools will be brought 
into the evaluation later in the year. The researcher responsible 
for this work is Mary Rowbottom, who joined us after Bob 
Winfield moved on to pastures new. 

Projects on the stocks for 1981 include: 


— acomparative study of the objectives of full-time 
education for special library/information professionals, 
and of the employers who wish to recruit them; 

— development of a set of self-evaluation methods for 
special libraries and information units; 

— development of a technique for eliminating duplicate 
references from on-line search results, using a micro- 
computer-based terminal. 


Finally, we record with regret the departure of three 
members of the Division — Peter Lynam (who is doing a PhD 
at Essex University); Peter Taylor (who has transferred to 
Aslib Publications Division); and Tony Wight. 
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Consultancy 


Several interesting new projects have been undertaken by 
the Consultancy Service in recent months. 

The Netherlands-based International Reference Centre for 
Community Water Supply (IRC) is carrying out a programme 
to strengthen the provision within developing countries of 
technical information in support of the UN International 
Water Decade. Aslib has been engaged to assist IRC in the 
preparation of guidelines and training materials needed for this 
programme, At an early stage in this collaboration, Susan 
Barry attended a regional workshop in Lima, Peru, to evaluate 
its effectiveness, and advise on the planning of future work- 
shops of this kind in other regions. . 

Another topical project, in that it relates to the International 
Year of Disabled People, is being carried out on behalf of the 
CEC. The aim is to establish a specification for a European 
information system on aids for the disabled. John Martyn 
and Peter Vickers have been visiting appropriate organizations 
in the Community countries to examine existing national 
facilities and to determine what is needed at the European 
level. 

Meanwhile, the problems of members in the UK have not 
been neglected. One project that is very much in the traditional 
style of Aslib consultancy work was a thorough review of 
technical information requirements in a large aerospace firm, . 
leading to recommendations for the development of improved 
services. Assignments of a similar character have been carried 
out for an employers' federation, and for a major glass manu- 
facturer. The Consultancy Service has also taken on, as a long- 
term commitment, the task of providing training support for 
the ICI ASSASSIN system.

Agricultural regional cooperation in the south east 


A meeting was held in October 1980 at the Central 
Veterinary Laboratory, Weybridge, arising from the British 
Library report on /nformation Systems in UK Agriculture 
and the subsequent follow up meetings arranged by the 
British Library. Present economic difficulties, together with 
the lack of a national United Kingdom group of agricultural 
librarians mean cooperation is very necessary and the formation 
of regional groups sensible, especially to help staff of small 
units and those on the fringes of agriculture, e.g. pharma- 
ceuticals. The meeting agreed on various possible activities that 
would help members. (1) Production of a directory of members. 
(2) Production of lists of periodical holdings, the problems of 
a union list were realized but a list of unique holdings was 
considered to be feasible. (3) Compilation of a list of locations 
of unusual or expensive directories. (4) Referral system could 
be set up for ‘impossible’ inter-library loans. (b) Coordination 
of disposals. (6) Tackling the problems of ‘grey’ literature and 
trade literature. (7) Production of a newsletter. Future 
meetings should be planned and a coordinating group has 
been formed to further the work.

Part-time degree course 


At the beginning of this academic year, the Social Science 
Department at the Polytechnic of the South Bank enrolled its 
first group of students on its new part-time Social Science 
degree. The course complemented the existing full-time Social 
Science degree and the part-time M.Sc. in Sociology in the 
department.

It is hoped that proposals will emerge for a rational pattern 
of union catalogue provision which will allow inter-library 
access to the stocks of UK libraries to complement the service 
provided from the British Library Lending Division's collection.

Latest research report from Aslib 


Library and information services provided to local government 
officials and others in Leicestershire: a study of costs and 
benefits by John Martyn. / 


During the last three months of 1979 a study of current 
awareness services provided by Leicestershire Libraries and 
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Information Service to local government officers and others 
was carried out with grant support from the British Library 
Research and Development Department. This report provides 
an account of the study, with some conclusions to be drawn 
from the collected data, but does not attempt to make any 
generalizations about the broader contexts of services which 
could be provided by public libraries, or about information 
need and provision for local government officers in general. 
Such topics may be discussed, in the light of the present 
report, in subsequent journal articles.

Machine readable codes on books 


A Joint Book Trade Working Party (consisting of publishers, 
booksellers, librarians and printers) has spent the last three 
years looking at the possibility of printing machine readable 
codes on to books. The Working Party has published a detailed 
interim report called: Machine Readable Codes for the Book 
Trade ‘Waiting for Bookland’, which is available from the BA 
Service House, 154 Buckingham Palace Road, London 
SW1W 9TZ (price £7.25 per copy). 

For the past decade it has become almost standard practice 
in the UK and other countries to allocate an International 
Standard Book Number (ISBN) for each book title and 
edition published, as a means of identifying uniquely a 
particular book. This practice has been useful for recording 
information in publishers' accounting, data processing and 
warehousing operations, as well as for ordering and stock 
control! purposes in bookselling and library environments. 
There is now an increasing demand for such recording of 
data to be done by machine and by electronic means which, 
compared with manual methods, can save time and labour as 
well as reduce the level of human error. As a result of this 
growing need for fast and reliable means of data capture, it 
was felt by the trade that the information should be recorded 
on books in a machine readable form. 

Initially, the Working Party is recommending that 
publishers place machine readable codes on new books, new 
editions and reprints which incorporate new artwork. It is 
envisaged that there will be a phasing-in period of about 
three years as more and more books carry codes. Backlists will 


only be coded'as appropriate at the discretion of the publishers, 


possibly by sticking on labels.

Financial aspects of library and information services: a 
bibliography. Alan Cooper. Loughborough: Loughborough 
University, Department of Library and Information Studies, 
Centre for Library and Information Management, 1980. 117p. 
(CLAIM report no. 5) (BLRDR 5573) ISBN 0 904924 23 8. 
£10.00. 

The bibliography lists 850 English language documents on 
financial aspects of library and information services, published 
during 1969 to 1979. A short glossary on library finance, 
particularly in the United States of America, is provided, in 
the form of a reprinted journal article. . 

Entríes are annotated, and arranged in classified order. The 
introduction discusses the coverage of the bibliography, the 
sources consulted and cites two previous bibliographies, 
which this bibliography complements. The general section of 
the bibliography, covers general works, bibliographies, reviews 
of literature, glossaries, professional education and research. 

It is then divided into the following sections: types of libraries, 
library materials, technical services, reader services, manage- 
ment, financing, budgeting, costing, fees, insurance and 
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taxation. These sections are further subdivided. The name 
index lists the names of personal and corporate authors, titles 
of anonymous items, and the names of publications and 
corporate bodies as subjects.

The English translation of the title of this directory is the 
International Directory of Applied Research for the Protection 
of Man at Work, and it contains details of 2680 research —— 
projects either currently in progress or being planned at 293 
organizations in 37 countries. 

The directory is divided into two main sections: a listing 
of the research projects, and a listing of the organizations 
involved with these projects. The section concerned with the 
research projects is classified into 28 different subject areas ' 
and each entry gives details of the organization, name of the’ 
research worker, and title of the project in French. The listing 
of organizations is divided first of all by country. The countries 
are listed alphabetically in French, and then within each 
country: the organizations are arranged alphabetically by name 
in their respective language of origin, with a French trans- ` 
lation given for the name of each organization. The infor- 
mation given for each organization, which is all in French, 
includes address, telephone number, type of organization, how 
it is financed, year the organization was founded, and the 
name of the Director. There are also details of the subject 
area of research of each orgahization, any notable specialized 
equipment in use, and details of publications produced. There 
are three indexes to this publication: an index of organizations, 
arranged by country in French alphabetical order, an index 
of research workers, and a French subject index. 

Repertoire International des Recherches Appliquées à la 
Protection de l'homme au travail is a useful source for ` i 
information concerning a number of research organizations 
worldwide, but its main drawback for the UK user is that all ` 
the detailed information is in French, the only details in 
other languages being the names of the organizations. A copy 
of this publication is available for reference in the 
Information Services Department at Aslib.

New Director of Aslib 


Aslib is pleased to announce that its new Director is to be 
Dr Dennis Lewis who takes up his new post on 1 October 
1981. However, in order to facilitate the transition for the new 
Director and for Aslib, it has been agreed that Dr Lewis will 
take up his duties on a part-time basis from 1 July 1981. 

Dr Lewis is at present the head of Technical Intelligence 
and Library at I.C.1. (Plastics Division), Welwyn Garden City, 
Herts — a position he has held since 1968. 

Dr Lewis, who is 52, married with two sons, is a graduate 
of the University of London where, after serving two years in 
the R.A.F., he obtained a first class degree in Chemistry in 
1953 and his PhD. in 1956. He is wel! known in the information 
and library profession, being an active member on a number 
of committees including, until very recently, the British Library 
Advisory Council. 

Under Dr Lewis's leadership, Council looks forward to a 
period of renewed prosperity in the affairs of Aslib and to a 
decade in which Aslib will exert a significant and growing 
influence on the development of the information industry 
not only in the United Kingdom but also on the international 
scene. 


National Information Policy 


The main recommendations of the Select Committee of the 
House of Commons on /nformation Storage and Retrieval in 
the British Library, were summarised in Aslib Information in 
January 1981, and included proposals that the Government 
should appoint a Minister of Cabinet rank to take responsibility 
for information policy and that a Standing Committee should, 

„be set up as a matter of urgency to examine all aspects of the 
development of a national information policy. 
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The Government, through the Minister for the Arts, has. 
now published its observations on these proposals.* Whilst 
accepting that libraries and information services should be . 
regarded as a single area of concern the Government feels that 
it would be inappropriate to concentrate executive responsi- 
bility in the hands of one Minister and suggest that, in cases 
where an initiative needs to be taken on a matter not within 
the defined interest of an existing government department, 
the Minister for the Arts will consult with colleagues and take 
appropriate action. 

Neither does the Government consider it appropriate to set 
up a Standing Commission but will review the membership and 
functions of the Library Advisory Council which, with a. 
change of title, will be encouraged to establish machinery for 
expert consideration of special problems in the information 
field and to extend its concern to services other than those . 
provided by Government. 

Although the response falls short of meeting the recommen- 
dations of the Select Committee there is, at least, a recognition 
that some machinery for co-ordinating national information 
policy is necessary and it is now up the library and information 
associations and their members to provide the Minister and the 
Office of Arts and Libraries with the advice and encourage- 
ment needed in order to pursue further the original objectives.

Royal Entomological Society of London 


The catalogue of the Library of the Royal Entomological 
Society of London has been published" in five volumes from 
the library's card index (c. 78,500 cards). This author catalogue 
with title entries for anonymous or edited works and extensive 
cross-references was originally compiled according to the rules 
of the British Museum; recently, however, Anglo-American 

. cataloguing rules have been adapted. 

The fact that G. K. Hall and Co., of Boston, Massachusetts, 
have taken this initiative in publishing the Society's catalogue 
in printed book form is an indication of the exceptional nature 
of this collection of entomological works. 

The Library of the Royal Entomological Society was founded 
at the first meeting of the society in 1833. Since that time, it 
has become one of the finest entomological collections in the 
world. Presently, the library's catalogue records some 9000 
monographs and reference works, 50,000 pamphlets, many 
unique, and 600 journals, 270 of which are taken currently. In 
addition, the library maintains collections of correspondence, 
manuscripts, and drawings. 

Special holdings in the library include a very complete col- 
lection: of older systematic works, dating from 1609 and in- 
cluding many of the large illustrated monographs produced in 
the 18th and early 19th centuries. Several of these works were 
acquired from the Bromfield and Stainton Libraries, which 
were donated to the society. The Stainton Library also con- 
tained the library of J. F. Stephens, and was extensively used 
by Hagen in compiling his famous Bibliotheca Entomologica. 

Other notable holdings of the library include a special col- 
lection on the methods of apiculture received from the Rev. 
F. W. Hope in 1839. The Apiarian Society later supplemented 
Hope's collection. à 
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In recent years, the library's acquisitions policy has con- 
centrated on works of systematic entomology in all languages. 
A particular goal has been to purchase the expensive.mono- 
graphs and taxonomic catalogues that are generally beyond the 
resources of individuals. 

Readers of this Newsletter may already be aware that RESL 
publishes several journals and a series of symposia (now pub- 
lished on the Society's behalf by Blackwell Scientific Publica- 
tions), but they may not be so familiar with the Society's 
other publications which include a series of Handbooks for the 
Identification of British Insects. This now covers many families 
of various Orders. Each Handbook includes illustrated keys, 
together with concise morphological, bionomic and distribu- 
tional information. A full list and order form is available on 
application to the Registrar (RESL, 41 Queens Gate, London 
SW7 5HU), who will also be pleased to supply further informa- 
tion about the published Catalogue.

Libraries and computer software 


Although in the past neither the national bibliographic 
agency nor the individual librarian (other than the very specia- 
lized program librarian) has been concerned with the recording 
and collection of computer programs, libraries may be required 
to take on new responsibilities in the future. 

The advent of relatively cheap small computers has made 
computing power much more widely available than ever before. 
Unfortunately the production of software for the new micro- 
computers continues to be time-consuming and intellectually 
demanding. Many users do not have access to specialized staff 
in their own organizations and in preference to writing their 
own software may choose to buy or borrow programs written 
by others. 

In the last few years these developments have helped to 
foster a ‘publishing explosion’ in computer software, particu- 
larly in the business field, but in other areas, such as education, 
users continue to report difficulties in finding out what soft- 
ware exists in a particular subject field. The difficulties of users 
in all fields are increased by the lack of compatibility between 
different machines and the problem of inadequate or confus- 
ing descriptions of items in commercial catalogues. Programs 
may also exist in a number of different versions, and may be © 
modified to the extent that the final version hardly resembles 
the original at all. 

Following approaches from the Council for Educational 
Technology and from other interested organizations the Re- 
search and Development Department recently supported a 
small seminar spread, over two days to discuss these problems. 
The seminar brought together a wide cross-section of people, 
including thóse involved in recording and/or distributing educa- 
tional software. Representatives of the Micro-electronics in 
Education Programme, based at Newcastle-upon-T yne, and 
the Computers in Education as a Resource (CEDAR) project 
based at Imperial College London were among those present. 
Other organizations in the'computer field with relevant ex- 
pertise were also represented, including the National Comput- 
ing Centre. Delegates from school, polytechnic and university 
libraries, Aslib, the Library Association and the British Library 
Bibliographic Services Division also attended. 

One of the main issues considered was the problem of biblio- 
graphic control, and there was general agreement that a national 
catalogue of computer software was required. The seminar 
participants went on to discuss who should maintain the cata- 
logue, the extent of its subject coverage, the content of the 
catalogue record and the problem of ensuring that only pro- 
grams of adequate quality were listed. Finally participants 
considered means of making programs more widely available, 
bearing in mind the need to protect the rights of program 
'authors', the ease with which programs can be copied, and the 
present uncertainties over copyright protection in this area. 

A report on the seminar will be available shortly. Anyone 
wishing to know more should contact Mr P. Baxter, British 
Library, Research and Development Department, Sheraton 
House, Great Chapel Street, London W1V 4BH (tel: 01-636 
1544 ex.

Cataloging in Publication evaluation 


The Council on Library Resources, Inc. has awarded the 
Library of Congress a grant of $11,000 to evaluate the Cata- 
loging in Publication (CIP) program. Since July 1971, this co- 
operative program between the Library of Congress and more 
than 2,000 publishers has provided prepublication cataloging 
information for almost 200,000 titles issued in the United 
States. In anticipation of its 10th anniversary, the CIP program 
has mailed a questionnaire to approximately 2,200 randomly 
selected US libraries of all types and sizes. 

The questionnaire will offer the American library com- 
munity the opportunity to evaluate the CIP program’s effective- 
ness. The questionnaire should reveal the extent and nature of 
use of the CIP data as well as its problems and benefits. A report 
of the results will be prepared and the findings will be used to 
encourage libraries to use the data more effectively and to im- 
prove the quantity or quality of publisher participation. 


Library of Congress service 


The Cataloging Distribution Service Alert Service — a new, 
weekly bibliographic notification service that provides current 
Library of Congress cataloguing in the subject fields of one’s 
choice — is now being offered by the Library. Replacing the 
Proofsheet Service, the Alert Service notices are in the form of 
laser-printed, 3 X 5 cards. 

The CDS Alert Service enables the customer to order notices 
for any combination of over 1,800 subject categories identified 
in the CDS Alert Directory or any combination of 22 broad 
subject categories which represent the primary letter categories 
of the Library of Congress classification schedules. The 
customer then receives weekly notices consisting of full Library 
of Congress cataloguing for just those specific subject areas. 

The subject classifications the customer selects are entered 
into the CDS data base. The customer profile is matched 
against newly verified MARC records, on a weekly basis. 
Records matching the subject profile are captured, printed, 
and shipped directly to the customer, thereby assuring that 

‘CDS Alert Service notices are distributed at the same time 
MARC subscribers are sent their tapes.

The publisher's statement regarding Contact, explains that 
as a first edition this publication can only be a beginning, how- 
ever this is a very creditable start, given the wide scope of its 
aim. The aim is stated as ‘the most comprehensive list ever 
published of press officers, public relations officers and spokes- 
men’ for use by journalists. The directory is arranged in 6 sec- 
tions as follows: 

1. A—Z Press and Public Relations Officers 

2. Classified Guide to Companies and Organizations 

3. Media Guide 2 

4. Services to Journalists and PROs 

5. Sponsorship 

8. Index of companies 

The Media Guide appears to be potentially useful with details 
of those responsible for different subjects in press and radio ~ 
and TV. A preliminary study of Contact would result in a 
potential user feeling, ‘Is this all?’ and some guidance as to the 
criteria for inclusion, the date of verification of the information, 
and the method of selection of entries, would be of interest. 
One would imagine that future editions of Contact would con- 
tain more entries; another suggestion for improvement would 
be a listing of the subject headings used in the Classified Guide 
at the beginning of the section.

This publication serves as a record of an estimated 17,000 
serials which are held in the General Library, libraries of the 
departments of Botany, Entomology, Mineralogy, Palaeonto- 
logy, Anthropology and Zoology of the British Museum (Natu- 
ral History) and in the Zoological Museum at Tring. In compil- 
ing this publication the term serial has been used to include 
reports and other items issued in a number of parts over a 
period of time. j 

As in the previous edition the entries are arranged in one 
sequence, alphabetic by serial title, in three volumes. There are 
cross-references from former titles and additional or alternative 
titles to the main entry for each serial. Each main entry gives 
the full title of the publication together with its abbreviation 
according to the principles adopted in the fourth edition of 
the World List of Scientific Periodicals. The place of publica- 
tion, changes of title, location and details of library holdings 
are also given. The serial coverage and general arrangement of 
this publication make it a valuable reference tool for anyone 
who needs to trace details or locate serials in the field of natural 
history or biological science. A copy of the publication is held 
in the Information Services Department and is available for 
reference at Aslib. 


Direct mail databook. 3rd edition. Farnborough: Gower, 1980. 
ISBN 0 566 02177 3. £22.50. 

Many organizations are becoming involved with direct mail, 
whether as list producers, potential lists purchasers, or as pro- 
viders of a complete service in this area. Whatever an organiza- 
tion's degree of involvement with direct mail, the new edition 
of this publication will be a useful reference tool. The main 
section of the publication is a list of organizations providing 
services associated with direct mail including mailing houses, 
consultants, advertising agencies end publishers. Although the 
format of each entry is the same including names, addresses, 
directors names and details of services, the page layout makes 
distinction between entries difficult. The publication also con- 
tains a number of introductory articles to direct mail including 
one explaining the roles of the trade associations in direct mail, 
and another giving hints on achieving results through using 
direct mail. A subject listing of mailing lists is included, how- 
ever the broad subject classification with only six areas 
i.e. agriculture, business and trade, consumers, education, 
professional and related interests, leisure activities, necessitates 
scanning of the complete section to avoid missing useful lists. 

Despite some drawbacks, mentioned above, and the fact 
that this edition is concerned only with the UK, this publica- 
tion is a useful tool for organizations at all levels of involvement 
with direct mail. —

This volume is part of the 'key papers' series published by 
the American Society for Information Science. It is a compila- 
tion of thirty reprinted papers, from a variety of interdiscipli- 
nary academic and professional journals and publications.

The next section is a key to the services offered by the 
organizations, as represented in the following table of services.

Online searching: an introduction. W. M. Henry, J. A. Leigh, 
L. A. Tedd and P. W. Williams. London: Butterworths, 1980. 
209p. ISBN 0 408 106 964. £12.00. : 

The volume is an excellent guide to online searching for 
information officers and librarians. It is well planned, and 
chapters are subdivided into specific topics while the references 
are listed at the end of each chapter, with suggestions for 
further reading. 

The introduction and first three chapters provide a good 
overview of online searching, the scope of services and data- 
bases, and the hardware required. The following chapters cover 
search techniques, the structuring of information within data- 
bases and search facilities available. Chapter 7 is devoted to 
search preparation and strategy, and appendix 1 provides a 
checklist of procedures. The role of the intermediary is discussed 
in the following chapter, while the last two chapters of the 
volume are devoted to management aspects of online searching, 
and education and training, which includes a description of 
aids and methods necessary. Six appendices outline the scope 
and character of the major search services — Blaise, ESA—IRS, 
Infoline, Lockheed, SDC and Euronet. 


Videotex: the new television/telephone information services. 
Roger Woolfe. London: Heyden, 1980. 170p. ISBN 0 85501 
493 8. £7.00. 

The volume provides an excellent overview of videotex 
worldwide, and will prove useful to readers who want to 
evaluate videotex, its developments and possible uses. The 
work is well illustrated with clear black and white figures, 
colour plates and tables. 

The first section deals with videotex services, and outlines 
its uses and market place. The second chapter in the section 
deals with system components, and illustrates the differences 
in systems by comparing Prestel and Antiope. Participants in 
the supply of a publicly available service are outlined in the 
following chapter, and the concluding chapter in the section 
deals with the videotex market place. 

The second section is devoted to Prestel. An insight into 
how to use Prestel is given in the first chapter, while the 
following chapter discusses its early developments. Prestel's 
information retrieval service is dealt with in great depth in 
the following chapter, with particular reference to the 
structure and content of the database, response frames and 
publishing facilities on Prestel. The following chapter deals 
with Prestel's system components, and discusses system 
architecture, service centres and computers, software and 
terminals. The concluding two chapters discuss Prestel's cost 
and revenues, its development plans and prospects. 

The last section of the book deals with developments in 
videotex worldwide, and services in Europe, the United 
States, Canada and Japan are outlined. The volume concludes 
with a useful glossary of terms. 


The management of community information services in the 
public library. Joyce Watson, Judith Bowen and E. D. Walley. 
Leeds: Leeds Polytechnic, School of Librarianship, Public 
Libraries Management Research Unit, 1980. 193p. (BLRDR 
5534) ISBN 0 900738 20 0. 

The subjects covered by this report include the development 
of information and advice services, background information 
and the methodology of research carried out, a description of 
seven case studies, and the three models of service provision 
which exist in libraries, which include an analysis of how 
librarians defirie community information services. The fourth 
chapter sketches the background of other agencies involved 
with community information services, The concluding chapter 
provides recommendations for possible areas of further 
research, which includes how people find and use the infor- 
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mation which is provided by various agencies, the effectiveness 
of community information and advice services developed 
collaboratively, and a research project which would allow 
libraries to plan, implement and monitor services developed 
along the lines of the models described in the text. 
‘The implications for library managers of the research 

is discussed. Also included is a bibliography on community 
information. The four appendices provide a breakdown of the 
interviews of librarians and agency workers, a sample of the 
interview schedules, and a table of the key perspectives found 
by the interview. Observations of direct service in the three 
case studies are discussed and shown in tabular form. The 

- range and categories of information provided and a sample of 
the log sheets are also included. 


Information Societies: comparing the Japanese and American 
experiences. Alex S. Edelstein, John E. Bowes and Sheldon M. 
Harsel: Seattle: University of Washington, School of 
Communications, International Communication Center, 1978. 
297p. ISBN 0 933236 00 X. £6.60. 

The United States and Japan have moved considerably in 
the direction of becoming information societies, and this 
volume is a compilation of papers presented at a three day 
conference, The introduction discusses the concept of 
information societies, and the manner in which they have 
evolved. 

Part 1 of the work, comprising 12 papers, deals with 
'National policies — international cooperation', which pro- 
vides useful insights into the problem facing both societies. 
The second part is devoted to the development and 
functioning of information societies, and describes trends, 
growth and development of information societies, while the 
following section deals with communication problems in 
information societies, which covers the influences of tech- 
nology on human communication. The penultimate section 

. deals with the challenges of policy and comparative research 
and suggestions are given for policy research at community, 
national and international levels. The concluding section is 
devoted to summaries of discussions, carried out by five 
panels of participants of both nationalities. The subjects 
discussed included information society indicators, develop- 
ments in communication technologies, individual and group 
processes of communication, social policies for information 
societies, and flows and barriers to cross national communi- 
cation. 

The volume is intended to stimulate the study of communi- 
cation systems from comparative and international 
perspectives, 


Information sources in education and work, Edited by 
Kenneth Dibden and James Tomlinson. London: Butterworths, 
1981. (Butterworths guides to information sources). £21.25 
SBN 408 70923 5. 

The subject of this book is sources of information on all 
aspects of career choice, from the first choices between 
subjects at school through to chosing and application for a 
job. The authors are not librarians or information scientists, 
but professionals in education vocational guidance and 
personnel work. Most of the chapters seem to be designed for 
those responsible for advising young people, but some are 
addressed directly to the young people themselves. 

There is a bibliography. at the end of the book, bringing 
together the references cited in the various chapters. References 
are not given in the conventional form, but most of the 
essential information is provided. Much of the material covered 
consists of pamphlets and there are some audiovisual materials 
included. There is no index. :

Government statistical agencies hold detailed aih . 
on individuals, stored as microdata on government data banks, 
and used for censuses, surveys and administrative purposes. In 
the light of recent concern over personal privacy, Professor 
Flaherty examines whether the dissemination of this infor- 
mation is sufficiently controlled, could be more widely 
available for research purposes, or is a threat to civil liberty. 
His study covers statistical bureaux in the United Kingdom, 
Sweden, West Germany, Canada and the United States, and 
concludes that the level of data protection and the concern. 
for individual privacy are very high, that dissemination for 
valid research purposes is a benefit to the public interest, and , 
not a threat, and that it could be even more freely accessible 
in anonymized form. The book is primarily concerned with 
data used for purely statistical purposes and by researchers in 
government, universities and non-profit research organizations 
and will provide new insight into these areas for all social 
scientists and researchers interested in informational privacy.

Systems thinking in library and information management.

The volume considers the relevance and value of systems 
thinking to the library and information professions. 

The first chapter outlines information concepts in general 
terms, and illustrates the inter-relationships between theory 
and practice. An attempt is made to demonstrate the way in 
which systems approach is related to science. Aspects of 
systems models and techniques are considered with references 
to general applications in the second and third chapters while 
the following two chapters consider these aspects in relation 
to information and library management. The final chapter . 
assesses the whole approach, and the reader is provided with 
counter arguments enabling him to form a judgement. 

An expansion of a model of organization is given in the 
appendix, to provide an example of how to adapt the system ` 
for library planning.

Co-operative Automation Group 


The Co-operative Automation Group (CAG) was formed 
under the auspices of the British Library at the beginning of. 
1980. The members of the Group are the Chief Executive of 
the British Library (Chairman), the Director General of the 
British Library Bibliographic Services Division, the chairmen 
and executive directors of BLCMP, LASER, SCOLCAP and 
SWALCAP,, together with one member each nominated by 
Aslib, the Library Association, SCONUL and COPOL. 

CAG's terms of reference are to seek to ensure the most 
effective articulation of the services provided by the British 
Library and the library automation co-operatives, and of the 
plans for future development of these services, by: 

(n identifying major policy, technical and other issues 
affecting the planning and interaction of the services; 
(ii) recommending actions or studies required; 
(iii) carrying out or, where appropriate, commissioning work 
necessary to provide a firm basis for future developments. 

Two Working Groups have been set up, one dealing with 
bibliographic standards and the other with access to the 
national database.

Soviet Union as well as in Europe. It should attract-translators, 
administrators and computer people in government, institu- 
tions and industry, academics, promoters of MT systems, MT 
users and potential users. 

The programme shows how this project will be handled, in 
four main sessions — Translation in Transition, Aspects of 
Editing, the Posteditors' Experience and Speculation: the.

Joint meeting with ALISSE on 'grey' literature 


: ALISSE (Agricultural Libraries and Information Services in 
the South East). This recently formed regiónal group (reported 
in Newsletter no. 19) held its second meeting on 5 May at 
East Malling Research Station (ARC) at which the members 
present not only decided on a name for themselves, but also 
requested that their next meeting should be a joint one with 
ABASG on ‘grey’ literature in agriculture. We welcome this 
initiative and the meeting is now arranged for the afternoon of 
Thursday 3 September 1981 at Agriculture House, Knights- 
bridge (see details in Aslib Calendar). 

It seems an opportune time to hold this meeting when 
various developments are taking place concerning 'grey' litera- 
ture, some of which are briefly mentioned in this Newsletter. 
We suggest you book early as places are limited to 50. 


ABASQG's interest in ‘grey’ literature 


What is ‘grey’ or non-conventional literature? 

Everyone seems to have their own ideas, but it can be defined 
as literature not issued through the conventional commercial 
publication channels and which is therefore in most cases diffi- 
cult to access, e.g. reports, theses, conference proceedings and 
translation not published commercially, official documents 
issued in limited numbers, trade literature etc. It should be 
distinguished from ‘popular’ and non-scientific literature. 

Why the interest amongst ABASG members? 

The amounts and the importance particularly for agriculture 
were highlighted by the recent BL review reports on Biological 
(BL R & D Report 5438) and on Agricultural (BL R & D 
Reports 5469; 5583) information. The subject has been dis- 
cussed by ABASG's committee and several regional groups 
have been in contact e.g. East Midlands Agricultural Informa- 
tion Group, ALISSE (see meeting notice above), the Scottish 
Agricultural Librarians Group. As a result, the following 
information on 'grey' literature has been collected together 
which is of particular interest to those working in the Biological 
and Agricultural Sciences. Four aspects are explored viz. major 
holdings; catalogues; data bases and access; guidelines for the 
issue and citation of grey literature; and document supply. 


Chadwyck-Healey's new catalogue 


Publication is awaited from Chadwyck-Healey Ltd of the 
first issues of: 

The catalogue of British official publications not published by 
HMSO: 1980 Annual cumulation. Cambridge: Chadwyck-

It may not be realized that the number of official docu- ` 
ments published each year independently of HMSO exceeds 
the number published by HMSO. This is the first time that 
these non-HMSO publications have been brought together in a 
single catalogue. It will include the publications of over 280 
government departments, research institutes and other official 
bodies. It is surprising how many of these are in the fields of 
Agriculture, Horticulture, Fisheries and Forestry; Environment; 
Health and Medicine etc. Every type of publication produced 
since the beginning of 1980 by an organization which is 
financed or controlled completely or partially by the British 
Government is eligible for inclusion in the catalogue except 
those considered too ephemeral or not true publications, also 
excluded are very large groups of specialized material that are 
already well.catalogued e.g. patents. Publications included are 
periodicals, newspapers, serials, single-sheet updates and 
appendices, give away leaflets and publicity materials (if the 
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contents are of value), atlases, some maps, posters and audio- 
visual aids. $ 

Full bibliographic details will be given for entries including 
price and publishers’ addresses to facilitate purchase of original 
copies. Chadwyck-Healey will also operate a document delivery 
service in microfiche for all but a few of the publications at a 
cost per fiche of £1.50 for individual publications with greatly 
reduced rates for annual subscriptions to the whole set or 
subject collections {such as Agriculture, Forestry, Fisheries; 
Environment; Food; Health and Medicine; Health and Safety). 
The catalogue data base is designed for future online searching; 
Chadwyck-Healey will make further announcements about this 
in 1982. . 

Another publication from Chadwyck-Healey of interest to 
those working in agricultural information is:

MAFF publications catalogues 


Some members may not be aware that there are two 
published catalogues to the publications of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Foods. The Government Publications 
Sectional List no. 1. Agriculture and Food gives details of 
those MAFF publications which are published by HMSO. Whilst 
MAFF Publications Catalogue deals primarily with non-HMSO . 
publications (e.g. series of Leaflets and Booklets), but does in- 
clude some HMSO publications (particularly the Reference 
Books series — formerly Bulletins and Technical Bulletins). 
Copies of HMSO publications may be obtained from, HMSO 
bookshops and may also, normally, be obtained from MAFF 
(Publications), Tolcarne Drive, Pinner, Middlesex HA5 2DT. 
Departmentally priced publications may be obtained only 
from Pinner. 


BL Science Reference Library (SRL) 


How much 'grey' literature in agriculture and the biological 
sciences does the SRL hold, what categories of literature, and 
how are they divided between Holborn and the 'Aldwych 


Reading Room’ (9 Kean Street, London, WC2B 4AT, formerly ` 


the Bayswater Branch)? These are some of the questions we 
have been putting to SRL who have supplied the following 
information. 

SRL's split of literature between the two Branches is parti- 
ally by subject and partially by form. Trade literature (includ- 
ing non-technical house journals), trade directories, company 
information publications, general business journals and patents 
are kept at Holborn. Trade, technical and scientific journals, . 
technical house journals, books and reports (which include 
most UK and European series) are split between Holborn and | 
the ‘Aldwych Reading Room’ according to subject. Most 
material that is split according to subject is at Aldwych, whose 
collection includes literature on the life sciences and techno- 
logies, medicine, earth sciences, and agriculture, but agro- 
chemicals, and some subjects closely related to agriculture 
(and other applied biological subjects) such as food industry, 
chemical industry, general works on commodities etc, are held 
at Holborn. 

For the most part SRL collections are very large and inter- 
national in scope. This applies particularly to patents, journals, 
and trade directories. Trade literature is held in two sequences 
(1850—1940 and 1940—date) both in order of company name 
and largely, but by no means entirely UK biased. Holdings for 
companies involved in agricultural machinery, agrochemicals 
and other aspects of agriculture are substantial for both 
sequences. We regularly mail companies to keep our trade 
literature collection up to date. 

Guides to the literature, aids to readers etc., catering for 
special aspects or collections of literature within the library, 
are published by SRL (apply to Publications, Holborn), for 
example: AR 22. 7rade literature at the Science Reference 
Library. (Revised March 1981). 

Jackson, G. and Millen, J. (in preparation). Periodicals on 
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agriculture (industry and research) held by the Science Refe- 
rence Library. London, The British Library, Science Reference 
Library. 

Two further sections are envisaged on crop production and 
on animai production. These holdings lists include bulletins, 
advisory leaflets, series, etc. 

The newly occupied Aldwych Reading Boonil is unable to 
accommodate in-house all the materials of the former Bays- 


- water Branch. Collections of abstracts, reference works, books, 


maps and all recent periodical issues are housed in the building, 

together with services such as the Computer Search Service, 

linguistic help, Landsat browse films and photocopying. Bound 

issues of foreign language periodicals and pre-1974 English 

language periodicals are now outhoused at Micawber Street,

'.should make these quickly available to readers. 


BLLD initiative in 'grey' literature 
Y ou may have noticed the new title and new format of 
what used to be BLLD Announcement Bulletin (BAB) and 
since January 1981 has been replaced by British Reports, 
- Translations and Theses (BRTT) (available on annual subscrip- 
tion of £20 from British Library Lending Division, Boston 
, Spa, Wetherby, West Yorkshire LS23 7BQ). The developments 
which have brought about these changes will be of interest to 
ABASG members who handle ‘grey’ literature. 

‘BLLD are trying to improve their coverage of all types of 
material previously in BAB and to extend their coverage. Thus 
BRTT lists British report literature and translations produced 
by British government organizations, industry, universities and 
learned institutions and doctoral theses currently accepted at 
most British Universities. In addition, it will cover reports and 
unpublished translations from the Republic of Ireland, and 
selected British official publications of a report nature that are 
not published by HMSO. With aview to extending the coverage 
in agriculture, the Lending Division is compiling a list of 
sources of agricultural ‘grey’ literature and have been in contact 

with the East Midlands Agricultural Information Group on this. 
The Reports Officer at the BL Lending Division would be 
grateful for any information that might help to locate sources 
of reports and translations. 

The section headings for BRTT are the same as those of 
BAB and include Agriculture, and Biology and Medicine. A 
new feature in BRTT will be indexes by-author, keyword, 
organization and report number. The precise nature and fre- 
'quency of indexes is to be determined by the Lending Division 
at the end of the first year of publication, during which the 
views of subscribers will be sought — an opportunity for 
ABASG members to consider (and possibly discuss at our joint 
meeting on 3 September — see above) whether Biological, 
Medical and Agricultural Sciences are indexed in a manner 
that matches the users needs. A cumulative KEYTERM 
index covering January to June 1981 issues has appeared in 
the June 1981 issue, and the questionnaire on indexes is being 
‘distributed shortly. 

. The documents listed in BRTT are available to registered 
users through the Lending Division Loans/Photocopy Service, 
but these are only a small proportion of the total amount of 

- similar documents received at BLLD from other sources 
throughout the world, including USA 'unlimited' reports litera- 
ture, translations, dissertations; documents of the European 
Communities, etc. 

In a recent conference paper Dr Wood of the BL Lending 
Division looked at problems of 'grey' literature and indicated 
some of the likely future developments:

European Community project on 'grey' literature 


‘Steps are being taken to promote the detection and the 
availability of grey literature in each Member State of the 
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EC, and to create a bibliographical data base covering this 
material, which would be made accessible online via Euronet 
DIANE. : : 

On 1 January 1981 SIGLE, an information system on non- 
conventional or grey literature, became operational, initially 
for a two-year period. [tsaim is to fill a major gap in the biblio- 
graphic coverage and accessibility of grey literature by combin- 
ing the resources offered: by important national information/ 
document centres in a number of European Community coun- 
tries. 

National grey literature ‘authorities’ (which might or might 
not be centralized services) would assume the responsibility 
of: 


— collecting grey literature issued in their own country; 

— the assignment of unique identification codes to docu- 
ments; 

— cataloguing the documents according to standardized 
rules; 

— providing a document delivery service, direct or by refer- 

. ral to producers; 

— educating EC grey literature producers to assign certain 
minimal cataloguing elements to their documents. 

The participants in this scheme are the British Library 
Lending Division (UK), the Fachinformationszentrum, 
Karlsruhe (Federal Republic of Germany), the Association 
UCL-LABORELEC (Belgium) and the Commissariat à l'Energie 
Atomique (CEA) (France). CEA also acts as the central pro- 
cessing centre for bibliographic records. The Lending Division 
will also input grey literature from the Republic of Ireland and 
the Riso National Laboratory is at present acting as the Danish 
centre. Other EC countries have expressed interest in participat- 
ing, as have some non-EC countries. 

This project and recent national initiatives in grey literature 
have largely grown out of recommendations made at a confe- 
rence held at York in December 1978 and reported in:

Guidelines for 'grey' literature production and citation 


Other aspects of the grey literature problem are those of 
ensuring that issuing bodies of such documents observe 
minimum standards on presentation, including the presence of 
bibliographic information, and that there is compatibility of 
cataloguing rules particularly between the new developing grey 
literature data bases contributing to the SIGLE system. 

There are already existing British standards on the presenta- 
tion of research and development reports (BS 4811), transla- 
tions (BS 4755) and conference proceedings (BS 4446). Other 
documentation on this is also available but scattered, e.g. 
Windsor, B. A., 1970. A format for the standardized citation 
of the published and unpublished documents. J. Amer. Soc. 
Inf. Sci., May/June 1970: pp. 195—197. 

The Commission of European Communities was asked to 
commission a study of existing practices. This is shortly to be 
published as: 

Report of the study on practices, standards and guidelines 
applicable to grey literature. EUR report no. 7139. 

- Recommended guidelines are included in the report which 
should be of interest to those ABASG members whose organiza- 
tion issue and/or collect 'grey' literature. 


UK input to EURAGRIS i 


Currently plans are nearing completion for setting up the 
procedures to enable MAFF, ODA (COPR, LRDC, TPI) and 
ARC to input to EURAGRIS their own publications (not 
covered by CAB input) through Oriel (the agents for 
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EURAGRIS input). Up to now the only input of UK published 

material into EURAGRIS has been from selection from the 

CAB data base (i.e. all UK serials). How much 'grey' literature 

- does this CAB input cover? Included are research reports 
certain UK entension literature, such as MAFF ADAS leaflets 
and booklets series. In other words material which is considered 
to be important and of scientific value, and that fits in with 
CAB's subject coverage. Excluded are ‘popular’ and non- 
scientific literature, and material that is not freely available 

: (e.g. limited circulation; restricted) and most unpublished 
material. [t is hoped that there will be a speaker from CAB at 
the meeting on 'grey' literature on 3 September (see notice 
above). 


Technology Report Centre (TRC) 


You may not have thought of TRC (Department of Industry) 
as a source of report literature in ABASG"'s subject field. A & D 
Abstracts, compiled and published twice monthly by TRC 
contains abstracts of reports on science and technology from 
Government R & D establishments, Publicly Funded Bodies, 
Industry, University and Professional Bodies in the UK, and 
from some foreign sources. From the beginning of 1981 a 
change was made from the COSATI classification previously 
used in A & D Abstracts to the NTIS subject classification 
arrangement, which includes among its categories: 
* Natural resources and earth sciences 
* Agriculture and food 
‘Environmental pollution and control 
Medicine and Biology 
* Biomedical technology, human factors engineering. 
A TRC report is available containing detailed notes of the NTIS 
classification and a correlation with the COSATI classification: 


Guide to the NTIS subject classification. TRC report 181-1190.

Copies of reports may be obtained from TRC (prices on 
application), or from BL Lending Division. However, although 
TRC's holdings of UK report literature in all areas of science 
and technology are extremely comprehensive, much of the 
report literature cited in A & D Abstracts concerned with 
ABASQG's subject fields of Agriculture and the Biological 
Sciences is likely to be available only from BL Lending Division 
(e.g. the T-year-8000 series). 

TRC.also hold microfiche of USA reports, EEC reports and 
reports of some other overseas countries. Many of these cover 
Agriculture and other subject fields in the applied biological ` 
sciences. Bibliographic details of US government sponsored 
research and development reports from 1964 onwards are held 
on computer on the NTIS file which is accessible through 
TRC's Dialtech system. And for those without their own 
computer terminal TRC can answer technical enquiries for

_ Access to NTIS reports 


In addition to what has been mentioned above about access 
through Dialtech, NTIS (National Technical Information 
Service, US Department of Commerce} is also available online 
through other host systems. Publications {including copies of 
individual reports in paper or microfiche) and services can be 
supplied through the United Kingdom Service Centre, PO Box 3, 
Alton, Hampshire OU34 1EF. These include Weekly Govern- 
ment Abstracts Newsletters, Tech Notes (information on new 
technology), Published Searches, Selected Research in Micro- 
fiche (SRIM), all of which can be supplied separately by subject 
‘categories which include Biological, Medical and Agricultural 
subjects. There are other publications in the Medical, Health 
and Safety, and Environment fields; also market research 
services, and translations. NTIS is extending its literature 
coverage to include non-USA material. To accomplish this 
they have appointed a technical reports co-ordinator in the 
UK, and they also have cooperating agencies in several develop-

1981 Conference 


Summaries of three of the papers presented at the Electronics 


Group Conference 3—5 April 1981 are as follows: 


My ideal library: How | would reorganize libraries if | were 
a dictator. Dr C. Oppenheim, Director of Research and Develop- 
ment, Derwent Publications Ltd. - 

Dr Oppenheim presented his highly entertaining paper from 
the point of view of a political candidate standing for election 
as a dictator. A library consists of a building, books, staff, 
customers etc. and Dr Oppenheim proposed various changes 
which he would implement if he became a dictator. 

The library building is frequently purpose-built and has a 
quiet, studious image with no talking allowed. Many libraries 
are not quiet though and the studious element is confounded 
by the fact that the most requested books are not serious 
studies. The dictator would make libraries more approachable 
with easy chairs, people allowed to talk, a bar, and a relaxed 
atmosphere. 


Bookstock is a nuisance as books must be catalogued, classi- 


fied, shelved etc. Different editions with different dates are 
published causing further problems. Periodicals only appear 
regularly in theory, they change title, sizes change and journals 


must be bound. Microform has numerous disadvantages. Book- 


stock is therefore deplorable material and standards for size 
etc. are non-existent. The dictator would insist that books are 
only published in one size which would allow neat shelves. : 
Publishers would be compelled to catalogue and classify all 
books and there would be tests of their competence. No book 
could be published if it would appear under a popular classifica- 
tion number as this causes shelving problems in the library. 
Ephemeral periodicals would be biodegradable so that they . 
would decay on the shelf thereby eliminating the need for dis- 
carding. Microform would be banned. 

Library staff are courteous and pleasant but have a poor ` 
image in the outside world. Librarians represent authority: The 
dictator believes that changes in the other aspects of library’ 
work would bring a change in attitudes. 

Libraries are great without users. Users put books in the 
wrong places, mess up the library, they need service and l 
answers to questions, disturb conversations etc. The dictator is 
tempted to ban customers altogether but on second thoughts - 
the rules would be that no customers would be allowed into 
the library until it has been open for half an hour. No customer: 
could interrupt a conversation or acup of coffee and all users 
would have to be out of the library half an hour before closing 
time. 

The dictator would ban all telecommunications equipment 
which dropped out in the middle of an online search. Stupid 
systems would also be banned — the computer should be intel- 
ligent as it is always obvious what the enquirer is looking for 
and the system should appreciate this and not print an error’ 
message if you make a typing mistake. Photocopiers which run 
out of paper would be illegal. 

Online systems would vanish and video/optical discs would - 
replace them. An intelligent terminal would access a database 
and retrieve accession numbers, the terminal would then 
retrieve relevant documents by accession number from the 


video discs in the library. Common command languages would ` 


be essential and ‘quick and dirty’ searches would be converted 
to approved searches by the system in use. Eventually systems 


` would be able to convert normal English into the correct- 


search terms. 
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Libraries would therefore change and some would disappear. 


The printed form would go as it would be outdated and cata- 
loguing and classification would be no more. The dictator 
would not stop these trends but would provide for training in 
the new technology. The hard copy items mentioned earlier 
would only be temporary. 

Dr Oppenheim's paper was the first to be presented at the 
conference and served to get proceedings off to a rousing start. 
A light hearted and entertaining paper with some serious 
messages particularly on video disc as delegates were to find 
out in a later technical paper. 


Green light for gréy literature — recent online access develop- 
ments. J. P. Chillag, Head of Miscellaneous Records, BLLD. 

Grey literature, or non-conventional literature has been a 
problem area for a long time. Three groups of grey literature 
material have been discussed where new online access now or 
in the near future is likely to improve document supply and 
bibliographic control. 

1. SIGLE (System for Information on Grey Literature in 
Europe) became operational at the beginning of 1981. [ts aim 
is to fill a major gap in the bibliographic coverage and supply 
of grey literature by initiating, with assistance from the 
Commission of the European Communities, a European biblio- 
graphic, document delivery and referral system for grey litera- 
ture on the basis of the large collections of scientific and 
technical reports available in national centres. The participants 
in the scheme are the British Library Lending Division (UK), 
Fachinformationszentrum Karlsruhe (FRG), the Association 
UCL-LABORELEC (Belgium) and the Commissariat à l'Energie 
Atomique (CEA) (France). CEA also acts as the central pro- 
cessing centre for bibliographic records. The Lending Division 
will also input grey literature from the Republic of Ireland and 
the Riso National Laboratory is at present acting as the Danish 
centre. 

The bibliographic file will be available through EURONET 
DIANE and may also be used to produce a published European 
grey literature index. 

2. As the conference becomes one of the primary means of 
communication between experts in the field, the proceedings 
of these conferences are increasingly sought after. A vital aid 
in the identification of conference proceedings has for many 
years been the Lending Division's 'Index to Conference Pro- 
ceedings Received' and since February 1981 this has been 
available online through BLAISE as the Conference Proceed- 
ings Index file. 

The Lending Division has one of the world's most compre- 
hensive collections of published proceedings of conferences, 
symposia, seminars and workshops. At present there are about 
130,000 conferences in the database, with over 15,000 new 
entries added each year. 

3. Researchers in the English-speaking. world, when unable 
to read scientific articles in the original language, rely a great 
deal on the translations indexes of the Lending Division, Aslib 
or the National Translations Center in Chicago. The inter- 
national Translations Centre (formerly European Translations 
Centre), Delft collects and provides information on translations 
from 'difficult' into Western languages and produces World 
Transindex. Since 1978 this is in machine-readable format and 
can be searched online through ESA/IRS. It should be pointed 
out that ITC is only a location clearinghouse and World Trans- 
index will give some locations where the translations can be 
obtained. Whatever other locations are given, translations into 
English áre invariably available from the Lending Division. 

For economic reasons the Lending Divisions translating 

. service has been discontinued from 1 April 1981, but it must 
be emphasised that this does not affect in any way the continu- 
ing provision of the over % million translations from BLLD, or. 
the checking of its Translation Index for the existence of a 
translation. 

A brief description of the Lending Division's new current 
awareness bibliography 'British Reports, Translations and 
Theses' was aíso given. KIST (Keyword Index to Serial Titles) 
was also described. 
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Prospects for the optical disc in information storage and 
retrieval systems. Dr R. Barrett, Associate Dean, Hatfield Poly- 
technic. 

Dr Barrett in introducing his paper said that there had for a 
number of years been an interest in motion-picture and tele- 
vision circles in the possibility of providing the television 
viewer with the means of watching programmes of his own 
choice in his own time. 

Accordingly, during the past two decades there had been 
considerable activity by manufacturers aimed at developing 
video recording and playback systems. The potential market 
is so great that there had been a virtual stampede to get in on 
the act, and a wide variety of technologies have been investi- 
gated for their possible use in this application. Although not 
all of the systems developed have been successful, others have 
been and the result is that the recording and playback of tele- 
vision programmes in the home is now practicable if some- 
what expensive. Outstanding among the devices employed for 
this purpose is the video cassette recorder. 

There is, however, another development in video playback 
now just coming on to the market in the form of the 'video 
disc'. Whereas the video cassette is the video equivalent of the 
audio cassette, the video disc can be regarded as the video 
equivalent of the audio record. A number of advantages are 
foreseen for the video disc in comparison with the video 
cassette. Foremost amongst these are the cheaper duplication 
of the discs and — hopefully — cheaper players. Further, the 
absence of a recording facility on most disc systems means 
that in principle discs are favoured by programme suppliers. 

The video disc technology can be divided into two basic 
approaches: the optical disc that is read without physical 
contact and the mechanical disc that is read by a stylus, similar 
to the gramophone record. The majority of the video disc 
systems will be of the optical disc type due to the absence of 
wear on the disc. The videodisc typically stores 54,000 tv 
frames plus two sound tracks per side of a 12-inch record. A 
stereo sound version has also been demonstrated. On a 6-inch 
diameter optical disc, one hour of hi-fi stereo music can be 
stored. The data for the video picture and the sound track is 
recorded in digital form as minute holes burned into the disc 
surface by a laser. Since the code is in digital (0 or 1) format, 
any intelligence that can be digitally expressed can be stored 
on the optical disc in a manner that is similar to the storage of 
data in a computer memory. 

The optical video disc system begins with a rotating master 
disc and a modulated laser light beam. The laser beam is focused 
to a micron sized spot on the surface of the master disc. The 
disc's surface, which is coated with a light sensitive layer, is 
exposed to the modulated and focused laser beam. The result 
is a recording of pits in the sensitive layer which maps the light 
modulation. The light is modulated by a signal composed of 
video and audio information. 

There are many applications where it is desirable to store 
documents with resolution requirements exceeding the capabi- 
lity of the standard television system. For instance it is not 
possible to display more than one-eighth of a normal type- 
written A4 page on a 625-line television screen with good legi- 
bility. This means that in applying the video disc in this field 
the standard TV format must be abandoned with the result 
that the user must be prepared to use special mastering, 
replication and playback techniques with the consequent 
increase in complexity and cost. Also, in all applications dis- 
cussed so far the disc has been used in a read-only mode, i.e. the 
information impressed upon the disc is unalterable. If the disc 
is to be used as a backing store for a computer, then a read and 
a write facility is desirable, which is even more complicated 
and costly. The potential benefits from this application are so 
significant that considerable research effort is being applied to 
solving the numerous problems. 

By the use of the laser writing technique it is currently 
possible to store 10'° bits of information on one side of the 
12-inch optical disc. Thus, it has great potential as a mass 
data storage medium since it is likély to have superior archival 
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properties compared to magnetic tape. In the field of mass 
document storage the access time of the disc is superior to that 
available in stores based on microfilm. 

The use of the optical disc in the consumer video market is 
already becoming established in the United States. Its applica- 
tion in the field of mass document and data storage shows 
great potential. There are still a number of technological pro- 
blems to be solved but such systems should be well established 
within the next five years.

Award for the Best New Business Reference Book published in 
1980. The award was presented to Stanley Brown of IPC: 
Business Press Information Service Ltd. at the AEBIG Annual 
Dinner held this year at the Guinness Park Royal Brewery. ' 

The annual award is given by the Aslib Economic and 
Business Information Group (AEBIG) to the publisher of the 
most valuable book first published during that year. Through 
this award the Group hope to encourage the publication of 
valuable new reference sources that are accurate and well 
presented. All too often, a publisher produces a new title with 
apparently no consultation with the user. . 

Titles are nominated by members of the Group and then 
judged by a panel — Mr Malcolm Campbell (City Business 
Library), Miss Gillian Dare (BIM) and Mr Leslie Smyth 
(Manchester Commercial Library). The judges used their ex- 
perience and the following criteria for selection: 

— the presentation of the information, 

— the value of the information from a user's viewpoint 

— the percentage of the information that is not easily 

available elsewhere 

— the accuracy of the information 

— the currency of the information 

— the enterprise of the project 

Contact — The UK news contact directory brings together 
information from many different sources, it is up-to-date, 
comprehensively indexed and well presented — an excellent 
example of publishing enterprise. 

In second place was Sources of British business comparative 
performance data by C.'A. Westwick and published by ICAEW 
in their Accountants Digest Series. The content is of a vay i 
high standard but the presentation and marketing poor. . 

Third place went to The world directory of multinational 
enterprises edited by J. M. Stopford, J. H. Dunning and K. O. 
Haberich, and published-by Macmillan Reference Books. A 
highly professional publication with good content and presenta- . 
tion — the lack of directors names was seen as a serious omis- 
sion.

Following our review of this publication, which appeared in 
the May 1981 issue of As/ib Information, we have received an 
English language version of this directory. The details of this 
are as follows: 

International directory of applied research for the protection 
of man at work. 3rd edition. Paris: Institute National de 
Recherche et de Sécurité, 1980. 416p. 

The directory is compiled in the same way as the French 
edition, but the contents are not as up-to-date. The original 
French 3rd edition was published in 1977, and the contents of 
the 4th edition reflect that there are now many new projects 
beingcarried out in this field of research. Therefore the English 
language 3rd edition, whilst being a useful source for details 
concerning a number of research institutions worldwide, does 
not give the most recent details of prójects being carried out at 
these establishments. 


The Conant Report: a study of the education. of librarians. 
Ralph W. Conant. Cambridge, Massachusetts: MIT Press, 1980. 
210p. ISBN 0 262 03072 1. 

This volume is based on a research project, carried out in 
America, into the education of librarians. The introduction 
states: 'the purpose of this study is to examine the objectives, 
scope and content of programs of library education in a few 
representative graduate schools. The study focused primarily 
on the accredited master's programs, but included for com- 
parison an unaccredited program and an undergraduate 
program'. The study was conducted in two parts: a survey of 
library schools, and an extensive survey of libraries. 

Chapter one discusses the functions of professional and 
library education, while the following four chapters report 
the interviews with faculty, students, alumni and employers. 
The final chapter discusses the area of library education that 
are in need of improvements, and suggestions are given for 
improvements. The findings of the study and its recommenda- 
tions are also summarized. An extensive bibliography and an 
index are provided.

' This is the first edition of a publication that aims to provide 
information. on the availability of title pages, indexes and 
content pages to journals. It is produced by the UK Serials 
Group with the assistance of the British Library Lending Divi- 
sion and is a refinement of the original 7P/ List published by 
Hafner. As with its predecessor, DOT/C is likely to be useful 
to both librarians maintaining files of journals and information 
users. 

The data for the entries in DOT/C were obtained by question- 
naire from publishers. However no mention is made of selection 
criteria for publishers approached nor journals included in the 
Directory. Each entry aims to provide a record of journal title, 
ISSN and country of origin, together with details of title page, 
index and contents page availability. Various symbols are used 
to represent this information and are conveniently listed at the 
foot of each double page for easy reference. DOTIC is arranged 
in alphabetical order of journal title and covers journals from 
ninety countries of the world. 

The UK Serials Group hopes to encourage more publishers 
to contribute to DOT/C and thereby increase the Directory's 
comprehensiveness, updates of which the Group hopes to 
produce every 2—3 years.

The librarian and reference queries: a systematic approach. 
Gerald Jahoda and Judith Schiek Braunagel. London: Academic

It is the belief of the authors as stated in the preface that 
'the teaching of reference work needs to revolve around 
practice in answering reference queries’. They also stated that 
students should be provided with a framework for answering 
enquiries; which this volume provides. 

The introduction discusses reference enquiries, and a model 
of the reference process is provided, while the following 
chapters in the text follow the steps of the process. Chapter 2 
discusses the interpretation of enquiries. The following two 
chapters consider categories of reference tools suitable for 
answering enquiries. The fifth chapter concentrates on the 
selection of specific titles to search, and discusses the use of 
card catalogues, guides to the literature and bibliographies for 
identifying appropriate titles. The selection of search headings 
for locating 'an answer, and answer selection are discussed in 
the following two chapters. Clues for recognizing queries that 
require negotiation and techniques for the successful negotia- 
tion of enquiries are considered. Chapter 10 deals with online 
searching, and discusses the characteristics of online searching, 
and provides an introduction to search logic. The concluding 
chapter provides:a summary of the points raised in the text, 
and suggests ways in which libraries can play a more significant 
role in the information exchange process. At the end of the 
volume, examples of queries actually asked in libraries are 
provided as practical exercises.

The media for publicity such as newspapers, radio and tele- 


' vision, films and slides are considered in the first three chapters 


of part two. Each chapter contains a useful glossary. Other 
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, ideas for library promotion are discussed, including gaining the 


support of influential people in-the community. Two chapters 
are devoted to discussing how to evaluate a public relations 
programme, and develop a programme that will flourish. The 
final chapter of the section provides a case study of library 
promotion in Fairbanks, Alaska. 

Suggestions for library promotion in public, school and 
academic libraries are given in the final section of the volume. 
The two appendices entitled 'Notable quotes from quotable 
notables' and 'useful facts and figures' provide unusual facts 
and quotations about libraries: for example 'In the fourth 
century AD Rome had twenty-eight public libraries'.

The importance of freedom of information legislation for 
Britain is stressed throughout this volume of papers by Britain's 
authorities on the subject. 

The first chapter deals with the history and effect of freedom 
of information. British government is discussed in the second 
chapter, with particular reference to the probable effect of 
open government. The following chapter considers how a 
freedom of information act would work in practice, while its 
influence on the consumer is considered in the subsequent 
paper. The cost of open government, and why secrecy exists in 
Britain is considered in the following two chapters. A compara- 
tive analysis of Freedom of Information is made in the last 
chapter. 

The texts of the Erésdom of Information bill introduced by 
Clement Freud, the existing American freedom of information 
and privacy legislation, and the recent bill introduced by the 
Canadian Government are reproduced in full in the appendices.

Within its broad coverage 
of the field of remote access to databases it includes termino- 
logy of data handling: equipment and programs; transmission 
and networks; commercially available systems and databases;

. Practical Experience of Machine Translation: A Conference 
5—6 November 1981, Kensington Hilton Hotel, London W11

Translation by computer is now a reality, with 15 to 20 
machine translation systems in regular practical use around the 
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world. How good is it? What are its limitations? What is it 
like to work with? 

These are the questions which this conference seeks to 
answer. Its subject is machine translation (MT) in practice, 
rather than theory, and it will be unusual in drawing speakers 
from the practitioners who work on 'practical' (not research) 
MT systems. Among a distinguished cast will be Benoit Thouin 
(Montreal); Michael Hundt (MITEL Corp, Ottawa); Richard 
Ruffino (Xerox, New York); Francesco Rossi (Rank Xerox, 
Milan); Dale Bostad (US Air Force); Professor F. E. Knowles 
(Aston). 

The theme is handled in 4 main sessions. Translation in 
transition will set the scene, first by discussing MT and people 
(Veronica Lawson), text types and ways to assess translation 
(Professor J. C. Sager, UMIST), and the evolution of MT 
philosophy (W. J. Hutchins, University of East Anglia), and 
then by describing the Meteo and Weidner systems and their 
use. This is followed by a more searching look at Aspects 
of editing, using the example of Systran and covering the 
importance of feedback from translators (1. M. Pigott, European 
Commission, Luxembourg), psychological factors and ergo- 
nomics (N. Bevan, National Physical Laboratory), and 
economic aspects (G. Van Slype, Bureau Marcel van Dijk, 
Brussels). The posteditors' experience is a central discussion 
chaired by J. A. Bachrach (head of the European Commission 
translators in Luxembourg) on MT errors, the impact of feed- 
back on quality, improving the dictionaries, and training. 
Finally, the conference will look at what MT is not likely 
to do. Where should research and marketing be concentrated? 
Speculation: the limits of innovation, with Professor Yorick 
Wilks (Essex) in the chair, will examine Eurotra, the system 
proposed by the European Commission (Margaret King, 
Geneva); the pivotal role of MT dictionaries; and the future 
as seen by Margaret Masterman, the Cambridge pioneer of MT. 

Is MT a help or a hindrance, or both, or even neither? Like 
its predecessors, 7ranslating and the Computer in 1978 and 
Machine Aids for Translators last year, Practical Experience 
of Machine Translation should attract a large international 
audience of translators, administrators and computer people 
in government, institutions and industry, as well as academics, 
promoters of MT systems, users and potential users of MT, 
and the information community as a whole.

Two further paper summaries are as follows: 


VLSI — The silicon printed circuit board 
J. Arnold. Plessey Research (Caswell) Ltd. 

A most informative review of where the semiconductor 
industry is going and what the electronic equipment industry 
needs to do to take advantage of the teennoleay offered. 


The technology 


The cost of making a connection on a silicon chip is about’ 
one hundredth the cost of a connection of a P.C.B. A useful 
measure of the generation of technology is the minimum 
feature size. The current status is as follows: 

(25 micron = 1 mil = 1 thou = 10? inch) 

Minimum feature size 

5 micron — production (present day) 

2% micron — development (production 1983) 

1% micron — research (production 1986) 

The two main semiconductor technologies are known as 
Bipolar and MOS. 

. The bipolar transistor is a current amplifier. Bipolar pro- 
cesses tend to be complicated, partly because of the need to 
place transistors in their own isolated region and partly because 
of the desirability of buried contacts of heavily doped material 
to lower the collector resistance. The effect of increased 
complexity is reduced yield which in practice limits the 
maximum chip size and hence its complexity. 

The most important bipolar logic family is ECL. The reason 
for its importance is the very high speed capability and its 
universal adoption by mainframe computer manufacturers. 


The penalty for speed is power, ECL gate arrays can dissipate ' 


several watts each and eliminating the heat can be a problem. 

The MOS transistor is a field effect device. N-MOS is the 
most commonly used form of logic for LSI and will continue 
in importance although partially displaced by C-MOS which 
is fast becoming the most important MOS technology. C-MOS 
memories have recently come to the fore in pocket computers 
and games because, since it is sufficient when idle to turn 
off the drive oscillator and leave the power on, the effect is 
a non-volatile memory. 

Plessey, GEC and British Telecom have all taken licences 
to manufacture the same 5-micron ISO-C-MOS process and 
have agreement to co-operate on development of a 2% micron 
process which will ensure dual sourcing in the UK for some 
time to come. 


Using the technology 


Equipment today is manufactured using standard com- 
ponents made very cheaply in very large volume. The vast 
majority of these parts use small and medium scale integration 
because to increase complexity is to increase specialisation 
which reduces volume and hence increases cost. This Catch 
22 situation of improving the technology and thus reducing 
the chance of being able to use it is resolved by semi-custom 
design. Probably the best known is called Uncommitted 
Logic Array, (ULA) often called a Gate Array. 

The principle of the ULA is that a standard array of com- 
ponents can be laid down on a chip whose specific function 
is determined by a final interconnection layer(s). So called 
master slices containing a number of unprogrammed chips 

can be manufactured in volume, thus keeping costs down. 
The designer works from a library of precharacterised well 
proven functional blocks, often called ‘macro’s’. Ideally the 
library should be held in graphics computer. 

C-MOS is now becoming popular for arrays: one reason is 
the very simple and flexible structure of the cell. 
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The alternative technique for semi-custom design is cell- 
based or symbolic design, and is generally confined to in- 
house applications. The difference from the gate array is that 
the library cell, instead of holding the metallisation pattern 
for a group of cells on a ULA, holds a complete mask set for 
a fully characterised full custom design for the required cell . 
function. Symbolic design requires a very extensive CAD 
backup, although design and layout can be largely manual. 


The future 


For the future we can expect that cells which implement 
the instruction set of well known microprocessors can be 
combined with memory and 1/0 devices to give a microcom- 
puter on a single chip tailored to your exact requirements. 
This certainly should be possible for 8-bit and perhaps 16- 
bit micros with 1% micron technology. 


Current projects on information retrieval and library house- 
keeping at Loughborough University 
E. Robinson and S. Fern. Loughborough University. 


Mr Robinson outlined the various projects which have been 
developed by the University Library using the University's 
main frame computer and the Library's own Prime mini- 
computer. 

The Information Section of the Library, which is respon" . 
sible for handling online searches, is evaluating the use of the 
Common Command Language on Euronet and the role of the 
intermediary in online searching. Use was made of generalised 
batch search programs to search the Library's files of mono- 
graph and periodicals records. An interesting example of this 
was the Library Information Materials Bank (LIMB) — a. 
database of circa 7,000 records on user education. 

The computers were also being used for a variety of house- 
keeping applications: 

1. Production of a microfiche alphabetical subject index to 

the catalogue. 

2. A Periodicals Data System which records the Library's 
holdings and provides sponsor, publisher, supplier and 
subject indexes. 

3. A printed index to reference books i in the Library. 

4. Financial control of periodicals; records are kept of the 
subscription periods and amounts for all titles. Forecasts 
of spending and the effects of price rises can be made. 

5. The production of a microfiche catalogue in three 
sequences; author, title and classified. Input and editing . 
is online to the Prime minicomputer. The current rate 
of input is 12,000 new items and 18,000 amendments 
per annum. f 

6. A batch issue system using the University's computer; . 
the main problem with this was that it could not cope 
with the short loan collection, which was still operated 
by a manual system. 

Mr Nunn then described the new issue system which was 
being developed to replace this. This would be based on a 
minicomputer in the Library with online access via up to 
8 Plessey counter terminals and 4 VDUs. Standby facilities 
would be provided by a microcomputer. He outlined the 
capabilities of the system and gave some indication of how 
individual procedures would be operated in practice.

Review of UDC 


Every so often all organizations need to review their pro- 
cedures to see if they are still the best people in current 
circumstances or whether improvements are possible. The 
FID Council, the Central Classification Committee (F1D/ 
CCC), and other members of the UDC circle are in joint 
agreement that current circumstances are such that it is timely 
to examine.the procedures for maintaining the UDC so that it 
shall continue to be the principal international classification 
for documentation. Such a study would look at the way in 
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which proposals for revisions are generated, the way in which 
they are processed by the various committees, the maintenance 
of central records and so on. It would not review the structure 
of the UDC itself nor the principles on which classification is 


carried out; it is concerned with management and administra- : 


tion only, not with the technical aspects of classification 
construction. 

To carry out the study, FID wishes to engage the services 
of a consultant or consultants. Consultants who wish to be 
given an opportunity to tender for the work should write to 
the Secretary General at FID Headquarters.

The Centre is independent of any online service and can

of online gearching. Recent publications include a list of 
terminals! and a directory of intermediary/broker services”. 
The Centre’s newsletter On/ine Notes currently has 500 
subscribers‘and aims to keep UK online users informed of the 
new databases and hosts, which are appearing at a bewildering 
rate, as well as meetings, courses, etc. :

This is the first edition of a reference work, which the 
publishers hope to publish annually. It will be of value to 
anyone involved with micrographics. One chapter is devoted 
to the various forms of microforms available in the United 
Kingdom, and discusses the merits of each in, turn, while the 
following chapter discusses their production. Clear drawings 
of the equipment support the text. Reading and printing 
equipment are outlined in a separate chapter. Automated 
retrieval systems are also discussed. The fifth chapter covers 
recent developments, and discusses how to avoid operator 
fatigue, and standards. Commercial developments in the 
United Kingdom, and micrographics associations are also 
outlined. The chapter on micrographic services is divided 
into two sections: the first listing companies that supply 
services in the United Kingdom, arranged in alphabetical 
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order and providing details of their addresses, telephone 
number, customer contact and an indication of equipment 
and special expertise; the second in geographical sequence to 
enable customers to trace a local company. Main cities are 
listed separately, while the rest of the companies are listed 

by county. Equipment and material are covered in the seventh 
chapter which includes a directory of micrographic consum- 
ables suppliers. United Kingdom micropublishers and agents 
are listed in the eighth chapter, while British Standards and 
American standards.are listed in the following chapter.

Prepared for the Information Centre of the Sports Council 
by Alan Gilchrist and Partners, this development edition was 
tested in the Centre during 1980 and is now being applied in 
a precoordinate system. The structured thesaurus was con- 
structed by a process of classification based on facet analysis 
je the concepts of the subject area were analysed according 
to their fundamental characteristics and then grouped accord- 
ing to contextual characteristics. rhe classification is divided 
into five main categories: (1) leisure facilities and the physical 
environment: (2) leisure and society; (3) properties, attributes 
and processes; (4) applied disciplines and techniques; (5) 
organizations. A lengthy introduction explaining the back- 
ground, principles, scope and arrangement of the scheme is 
followed by a synopsis of the schedules, the actual schedules 
and the thesaurus. . 

The placing of the main heading for the schedules before 
the synopsis of schedules is extremely confusing, particularly 
on the contents page. .

The volume consists of paper presented at the IFIP working 

conference on databases in humanities and social sciencės, 
held at Dartmouth College, Hanover from 23—24 August 
1979. 

^ The fifty eight papers in the work provide an excellent 
overview of current activity with databases. The foreword 
states 'each presentation is impressive on its own, but looking 
at the total assembly of materials makes clear the enormous 
range of data which are currently being utilized and emphasizes 
the skill and energy that is being applied in these efforts’. The 
primary disciplines discussed in the papers range from linguistics 
to economics. 


The Public Lending Right handbook. R. J. B. Morris, Chiches- 
ter: Barry Rose, 1980. 53p. ISBN 0 85992 193 X. £4.50. 

The foreword to the handbook was written by Norman St. 
John Stevas in his capacity as Minister for the Arts. The 
purpose of this work, as the author states in his introduction, 


. is to show briefly how the Public Lending Act 1979 came to 


be passed, and what have been the main steps in the campaign 
fought to establish its underlying principle. 

The text of the handbook begins with an overview of the 
Public Lending Right campaign in Britain. Public Lending 
Right or related schemes in European and Australasian coun- 
tries are discussed in the following section. The progress of 
the Public Lending Right Bill is analysed from its introduction 
in the 1978—1979 session of parliament to its third reading in 
the House of Lords on March 6, 1979. References to relevant 
sections of Hansard are provided throughout the section. The 
author also indicates the financial and public service manpower 
effects.

In the first chapter the authors consider both the content 
and location of signs, and provide suggestions for assessing 
signing needs. They consider the basic principles of sign 
design, including lettering, arrows, colour, layout and location 
of signs in the following chapter. Chapter 3 reviews materials 
and methods used for in-house sign production, and.profes- 


sional sign manufacture is also discussed. Suggestions for fixing. 


methods for in-house signs are also provided. The authors 
illustrate in the following chapter how.the basic design 
principles discussed in the second chapter can be put into 
practice. Recommendations are given for lettering and panel 
layout, and the text is illustrated with a series of photographs. 
Basic equipment and materials necessary for in-house produc- 
tion of signs are outlined in the fifth chapter, and advice is 
also given on the preparation of specifications and artwork 
for professional sign manufacturers. The penultimate chapter 
deals with publications and stationery, production methods 
ánd design principles and artwork are also discussed. In the 
final chapter, the authors outline the managerial aspects of a 
signing project, and discuss the preparation of a sign manual, 
evaluating the completed project and employment of a pro- 
fessional designer. The appendices list manufacturers of 
materials and equipment for in-house sign production and 
volumes for further reading.

The volume comprises the papers presented at the fourth 
annual meeting on online information, which is organized by 
Online Review. The increase in the number of papers presented 
is agood indication of both the increased interest, and widening 
spheres of online information. The papers, which number over 
60, provide an excellent overview of online, and cover many 
specific subjects within the broad areas of databases, com- 
puters, viewdata, online services, word processing, computer 
communications, cooperative systems and networks and com- 
puter information systems. 


Parliament and information: the Westminster scene: Dermot 
Englefield. London: the Library Association, 1981, 132p. 
ISBN 0 85365 570 7. £7.50. 

This book deals with two aspects of information services in 
Parliament. The first section covers the information services 
given to the members of both Houses by the library; the 
second section covers information services given to these 
outside parliament. The division of the book reflects this. 

Part one gives a short description of the House of Commons. 
Once the background has been filled in, Dermot Englefield 
describes the work of the House of Commons library. The 
same pattern is repeated for the House of Lords. The third 
section covers topics which are common to both Houses 
including statutes, Parliamentary Records, European com- 
munity affairs and the work of select committees. 

, Part two deals with methods of obtaining information - 
Office and also the House of Lord’s Information Office and 
Record Office. The last topic in this section is media coverage 
of Parliament. 

. Mr Englefield, who has worked at the House of Commons 
for twenty-five years, rounds off his book with a series of 
appendices designed to be of use to reference librarians. They 
include such information as a list of Parliamentary papers and 
' publications prepared at the Houses of Parliament. 
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Current issues and trends in education and training for infor- 
mation work in developing and developed countries: papers . 
presented at the FID Education and Training Committee 
workshop, Copenhagen 13—15 August 1980. The Hague: 
FID, 1981, 193p. (FID publication 595) ISBN 92 66 00595 9. 
Dfi. 62.50. 

This new FID publication contains the papers presented . 
at the FID Education and Training Committee Workshop 
held in Copenhagen last year. It was a three day workshop 
which divided into six sessions. 

All the sessions followed the main theme of education and 
training for information work. The first session concentrated 
on information work and users in social sciences. The second 
session covered the field of environment. The focus in the 
third session shifted to the services in science and technology 
in the developing countries. Sessions four and five were con- 
cerned with specialized. information centres in Scandinavia. 
The sixth session was open and general contributions were 
invited. 

In all, the transcripts of twenty seven papers are included 
in this book.

' of the volume, states that the emphasis of the book is on

readers can develop their own thinking. 

Tools for information handling including catalogues, classi- 
fication schemes and indexes are discussed in the second 
chapter. The third chapter is entitled ‘defining information 
needs', while the following chapter discusses choosing the best 
methods for meeting defined information needs. Vocabularies ` 
for indexing, including hints for compiling a thesaurus are 
discussed in the fifth chapter. Equipment for manual systems 
is outlined, and the text is illustrated with examples of suitable . 
cards. Microforms and word processing are also included. The 
seventh chapter, written by Charles Pettit, discusses the 
management of computerized systems, including setting up a 
system, hardware, software packages, input, security and 
output. At the end of the chapter a glossary is provided, 
which also gives references to relevant pages within the chapter. 
The following chapter deals with staffing and discusses ways 
in which staff can use their time and skills to make a system 
work effectively.

Finally, Specu- 
lation: The limits of innovation, with Professor Yorick Wilks in the chair, will examine 
Eurotra, the system proposed by the European Commission (Margaret King, Geneva); 
the pivotal role of MT dictionaries; and the future as seen by Margaret Masterman, the 
Cambridge pioneer of MT. 


Like its predecessors, 7ranslating and the Computer in 1978 and Machine aids for Translation 
last year, Practical Experience of Machine Translation should attract a large international 
audience of translators, administrators and computer people in government, institutions and 
industry, academics, promotors, users and potential users of MT systems, and the infor- 
mation community as a whole.

Visitors 

During the last two months two parties of visitors from 
overseas have visited Aslib. In July the 28 participants from 
22 countries attending the UNISIST/FID/IFLA Inter- 
national Summer School being held at the Postgraduate 
School of Librarianship and Information Studies at the 
University of Sheffield spent a short time hearing of the 
work of Aslib in general and of the Information Services 
Department and Library in particular. Most of the partici- 
pants in the school had some sort of teaching or training 
involvement in their own country and we at Aslib were 
only disappointed that the visit had to be such a short one. 

The second party of overseas visitors was a group of 14 
graduates and professional librarians sponsored by the 
Texas Women's University. The visit was arranged by the 
American Institute for Foreign Study. Once again the party 
was given an overview of the activities of Aslib and more 
detailed information of the work of the Information 
Services Department and the library. 

Mr S. C. Biswas, Director, Central Secretarial Library, 
Ministry of Education and Culture, in New Delhi, on a visit 
to this country arranged by the British Council, discussed 
with senior members of Aslib staff possible areas of 
cooperation particularly in research and education. 

Professor Kate Bivins of Linköping University, who is 
much involved in the development of SCANNET, visited 
Aslib on 31 July, and met with Dr Lewis, Peter Vickers 
and others to discuss research and consultancy activities. 


Getting the most of EURONET: a seminar for online users 
7 October 1981, Imperial College, London 


By the time this issue is published Getting the most out 
of EURONET will almost certainly be fully booked, as 
there is a limit to the numbers that can benefit from what 
needs to be a fairly informal presentation as well as to the 
accommodation in Room 022 at Imperial College.

Practical Experience of Machine Translation: A Conference 
5—6 November 1981, Kensington Hilton Hotel, London W11 


Translation by computer is now a reality, with 15 to 20 
machine translation systems in regular practical use around 
the world. How good is it? What are its limitations? What is 
it like to work with? 

These are the questions which this conference seeks to 
answer. [ts subject is machine translation (MT) in practice, 
rather than theory, and it will be unusual in drawing speakers 
from the practitioners who work on 'practical' (not research) 
MT systems. Among a distinguished cast will be Benoit 
Thouin (Montreal), Michael Hundt (MITEL Corp, Ottawa), 


_ Richard Ruffino (Xerox, New York); Francesco Rossi (Rank' 


Xerox, Milan); Dale Bostad (US Air Force); Professor 
F. E. Knowles (Aston). 

The theme is handled in 4 main sessions. Translation in 
transition will set the scene, first by discussing MT and people 
(Veronica Lawson), text types and ways to assess translation 
(Professor J. C. Sager, UMIST), and the evolution of MT 
philosophy (W. J. Hutchins, University of East Anglia), and 
then by describing the Meteo and Weidner systems and their 
use. This is followed by a more searching look at Aspects 
of editing, using the example of Systran and covering the 
importance of feedback from translators (I. M. Pigott, European 
Commission, Luxembourg), psychological factors and ergo- 
nomics (N. Bevan, National Physical Laboratory), and 
economic aspects (G. Van Slype, Bureau Marcel van Dijk, 
Brussels). 7he posteditors' experience is a central discussion

Wilks (Essex) in the chair, will. examine Eurotra, the system 
proposed by the European Commission (Margaret King, 
Geneva); the pivotal role of MT dictionaries; and the future 

as seen by Margaret Masterman, the Cambridge pioneer of MT. 

Is MT a help or a hindrance, or both, or even neither? Like 
its predecessors, Translating and the Computer in 1978 and 
Machine Aids for Translators last year, Practical Experience 
of Machine Translation should attract a large international 
audience of translators, administrators and computer people 
in government, institutions and industry, as well as academics, 
promoters of MT systems, users and potential users of MT, 
and the information community as a whole.

forecasting organisations. Warwick Statistics Service Occasional 


Review No. 2. July 1981. ` 

The Forecasting Business describes the publications pro- 
duced by the main forecasting organizations in the major 
industrialized countries. Over 300 forecasts are covered in the 
review which includes not only macroeconomic forecasts but 
also individual sector or industry forecasts.

Royal Aircraft Establishment and Aeronautical Research

Access to reports in the UK: The role of BLLD, DRIC and TRC 


This Electronics Group meeting took place on 18 May 
1981 at Aslib Headquarters. Representatives from the three 
organizations presented papers to attendees, paper summaries 
as follows: 


British Library Lending Division. John Chillag. 


The Lending Division has about 234 million reports in its 
collection, and this is expanding at the rate of about 140,000 
per year. The major report series held at the Lending Division 
(LD) were given in a handout, copies of which are obtainable 
from the author at the LD. 

The overall policy of the LD and the National Lending 
Library for Science and Technology before it, has been to 
acquire reports from any source, from any part of the world, 
provided that the reports have no limitation on their availability. 
In the long past only scientific and technical reports were 
collected, but for the last decade or more, reports in the social 
sciences and humanities are also acquired. Examples of the 
subject and geographical spread of reports held at the LD 
were shown. ; 

The main function of the Lending Division is to provide on 
demand a rapid document supply service to libraries requesting 
it in the UK and abroad. For this the LD aims to build up 
comprehensive collections of serials (and most reports are 
serials) in all languages, also monographs mainly in English and 
Russian, but acquiring others on demand. The format in which 
supply documents are supplied, on loan or for retention, may 
be determined by a number of factors, including the format 
in which the document has been acquired, copyright considera- 
tions etc. Although less applicable to reports than to other 
material, back-up libraries and borrowing through international 
loans may also be used to supply requested items. 

The LD operates on a system of prepaid loan/photocopy 
forms, augmented by coupons and users must use these after 
becoming registered users. The forms are obtainable in multiples 
of 50, or as a pack of 20 for the small user, coupons are sold 
in multiples of 20. 

The bulk of the reports arrive by airmail and are received at 
Boston Spa about the same time as airmail copies of GRA, 
STAR, etc. reach the recipients. However, many requests 
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nowadays are generated from the use of online databases 
and often jump the gun! However, databases create also a 


much more serious problem: information-report numbers 


abstracts are transferred from one database to another 


without being backed up by the actual document. The 


document may be delayed for many weeks, or months, 
and sometimes is not released at all. 

The Lending Division receives on average 3500 requests for 
reports each week, satisfying over 80% of these requests. It is: . 
obvious that the more accurate and complete the information 
given, the better the chances of rapid success. The LD does 
carry out considerable bibliographic checking on report 
requests, utilizing comprehensive COM-fiche indexes not 
generally accessible to the public, and computer databases. 
Nevertheless, there will be requests which need to be referred 
back to the borrower for additional information. To avoid this 
happening, requests should quote a// information available. 
When information is retrieved from databases or say Govern- 
ment Reports Announcements, the information given there 
(‘published in journal’, ‘document illegible’, ‘US requestors 
only’, etc) is often ignored. The backup services used by the 
Division for conventional literature are generally not applicable 
to reports, but some failed requests will be passed to TRC and 
DRIC. 

Lending Division publications include British Reports, 
Translations and Theses (BRTT) which from January 1981 . 
supersedes the BLLD Announcement Bulletin (BAB). The new 
improved publication includes indexes, and to establish the 
most useful frequency and type of indexes, a questionnaire is 
being circulated to subscribers. - 

Also in January SIGLE (System for /nformation on Grey 
Literature in Europe), an information system on non- 
conventional or grey literature, became operational, initially , 
for.a two year period. [ts aim is to fill a major gap in the 
bibliographic coverage and accessibility of grey literature by 
combining the resources offered by important national 
information/document centre in a number of European 
Community countries. The participants in this scheme are the 
British Library Lending Division (UK), the Fachinformations- 
zentrum, Karlsruhe (Federal Republic of Germay), the 
Association UCL-LABORELEC (Belgium) and the Commis- 
sariat a l'Energie.Atomique (CEA) (France). CEA also acts as 
the central processing centre for bibliographic records. The 
Lending Division will also input grey literature from the : 
Republic of Ireland and the Riso National Laboratory is at 
present acting as the Danish centre. Other EC countries have 
expressed interest in participating, as have some non-EC 
countries. The bibliographic file will be available through 
EURONET DIANE and may also be used to produce a 
published European grey literature index. 

Producers of grey literature are encouraged to supply 
copies of their documents to their national centres. British 
and Irish documents should be sent to the British Library 
Lending Division.

interest profile twice monthly against a list of reports featured - 


in A & D Abstracts and US Government Reports Announce- 
ments. 

Dialtech — enables users to search on their own terminals, the 
‘several million references held on ESA's Information Retrieval 
Service (IRS) computer near Rome. 

Techsearch — a literature search on the IRS computer carried 
out at TRC by information specialists on the user's behalf. 
Report holdings — covering five complete years plus the 
current year in paper-copy and/or microfiche. 

Technology Advisory Point (TAP) — a free service located at

TRC provide extended credit facilities to approved 
customers and welcome 'one-off' users who have an n occasional 
requirement for reports.

Reports are only a small part of most people's documenta- 
tion requirements 5o that it is understandable that registered 
users of BLLD use them for their report requirements. All 
unlimited reports held by TRC are available from BLLD. TRC, 
concentrating on alerting services, seeks to stimulate the areas 
of new technology. 

Currently, all information services in the Department 
(including those provided by TRC) are under review in the 
light of present industrial needs, other public-sector informa- 
tion services, EEC initiatives and the possibility of more 
effective services being made available through the use of new 
information technologies.

British Museum (Natural History) 


It was apt that our AGM was held at the Museum during its 
Centenary Year. Miss Phyllis Edwards, recently retired after 
30 years in the Botany Department's library, gave an introduc- 


. tory talk on the history of the Museum and development of 


its collections and libraries. In 1975 the libraries, formerly the 
responsibility of the keepers of the subject departments, were 
constituted into a separate library department for administra- 
tive purposes which has allowed them to become more inte- 
grated in function, but the individual librarians remain 
physically located in their subject departments. Differences in 
size and collections reflect the differing origins of the 
departmental libraries. The Botany and Zoology collections 
for example, go back to incubabula. In the General Library 
Mr M. Rowlands, the Chief Librarian, introduced us to the 
Rare Book Room where some of the very early natural history 
works and manuscripts were on display. This was indeed the 
highlight of the tour. The party then split up into groups to 
visit the individual subject libraries of Botany, Entomology, 
Zoology, Palaeontology and Mineralogy. In each library 
interesting talks were given on the collections and their 
arrangement by the library staff, who also answered our 
questions and helped to complete a very interesting tour. 


EMAIG/ABASG joint visit to the National Agricultural Centre, 
Stoneleigh, March 1981 


This useful and very informative meeting was opened by 
George Haltwood of the Meat and Livestock Commission 
(MLC) who gave an outline of the MLC's recent change in 
publications policy and the rationalisation of their mailing 
lists. The meeting then discussed 'grey' literature problems, 
with particular reference to MLC publications, before a tour 
of the Beef unit. A further tour of the Pig unit followed lunch, 
with the various animal management systems being fully 
explained in both units. This was rounded off with an informal 
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discussion on farm animal welfare over tea, before everyone 
dispersed. The visit was very worthwhile and much appreciated 
by the people attending — our thanks to the East Midlands 
Agricultural Information Group for arranging it.

Group visit to Jealott's Hill Research Station 


The Group visited the ICI Plant Protection Division in mid- 
July and enjoyed a very interesting day touring parts of the 
site and hearing accounts of the activities undertaken there. 
The visit began with coffee and a film showing ICl's world 
wide role in the agrichemicals business and was followed by 
a tour of the Station to show the work done on thousands 
of chemicals produced either by the Company or sent by 
other organizations to ICI, for testing as potential plant 
protection agents. To-begin we saw the greenhouses and 
special equipment of the Biological Group where both plants 
andinsects are used and where some of the techniques involved 
were explained. Following this work to select promising 
chemicals field trials are done and tests made for possible 
damaging environmental effects, which were explained by 
staff representatives of the Ecology and the Metabolism and 
Residues Sections. Successful products of the Station include 
the insecticide lindane and the first hormone weedkillers 
paraquat and diquat. A break for lunch followed with the 
opportunity to talk to some of the staff and the afternoon 

. was spent touring the Technical Information Section with 
demonstrations of the various database systems in use, 
including Assassin, Crossbow and other in-house schemes 


' . carefully designed to cover the vast amounts of information 


involved, and the production not only of online information 
but also of bulletins and current awareness services. After 
visiting the library side of this section the visit ended with 
tea with more Station staff on hand for consultation. 

The Group would like to thank the many staff of the 
Station whose hard work made our visit so agreeable and 
informative.

Education for information work in medicine 


In Britain specialist training in the use of medical infor- 
mation is only given as part of a course of professional studies, 
but so far there are no courses devoted solely to this subject. 
A recent paper describes the specialist training which has 
been available for some years in West Germany in medical 
informatics. It covers aspects of computing, mathematics 
and medicine, including administrative aspects, and produces 
qualified people at different levels of expertise..

Difficulties in information retrieval 


Some information is difficult to retrieve from the literature 
because it is new or its true significance is not recognised, and 


so it is indexed under existing terms if at all and gets lost in the 


system. The classic paper: Avery, O. T. et a/ Studies on the 
chemical nature of the substance inducing transformation of 
pneumococcal types. Induction of transformation by a 
desoxyribonucleic acid fraction isolated from Pneumococcus 
Type IIl. J. exp. Med. 1944, 79: 137—158, with hindsight, 
was recognised as a genetic study involving genes, but not 
indexed as such as the time, being an interdisciplinary paper 
on a new area of research. Some scientists partially recognised 
its value at the time having learned of it at lectures given by 
one of the authors. Another example of important informa- 
tion being overlooked is the phenomenon now termed provo- 
cation poliomyelitis. Here paralysis of the legs was noticed as 
a side effect of some drugs used to treat congenital syphilis 
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or leprosy in very young children. This effect was reported 
sporadically in the literature beginning in 1914 and later in 
connection with vaccination programs against polio, but the 
importance of this iatrogenic disease was not recognised 
because the indexing systems did not allow for its retrieval. 
The Bibliography of Infantile Paralysis 1789—1949 published 
in 1950 did not mention these papers or index the concept. 
The term provocation was not used until 1952 but in the 
important publication A history of poliomyelitis by J. R. Paul, 
published in 1971 the matter is treated briefly in the text and 
not indexed under the expected terms. Specialist retrieval 
services may be based on a few selected journals to help 
searchers cope with a vast publishing output, but individual 
papers on phenomena not previously recognised, named, or 
published in less well known journals could be omitted. 

It is proposed that a new synopsis journal be published 
reporting single clinical cases of sufficiently rare conditions 
which have been previously described and full details of these 
cases should be referred to a databank searchable on request. 
Such a linked databank and synopsis journal could be a 
prototype for similar ventures in taxonomy and ecology.

New title for Library Advisory Council 


The Library Advisory Council is to become the Library and 
information Services Council. The new title reflects the current 
development of libraries in the context of information services 
generally, as well as Government recognition of the need for 
coordination throughout the field of information provision. 

The change implements an undertaking given to the House 
of Commons Select Committee on Education, Science and the 
Arts that the title should reflect more fully the range of the 
Council's functions announced in April 1981. 

In the earlier years of its existence the advice given by the 
Council related mainly to the public library service, and its 
membership was composed predominantly of people interested 
in that service. Successive Ministers, however, have broadened 
the membership and made clear that they expect the Council 
to advise on all matters related to libraries of any kind including 
the provision and operation of information services. 

Information services provide important support for industry, 
business, the professions and education. The new title recognises 
this change of emphasis in the library and information world, 
which has already been reflected in the recent work of the 
Council, when its main concern has been a major study of the 
future development of libraries and information services in the 
light of changing needs, new technology and the economic 
outlook. 


Microcomputers and word processors for information work 


As part of its current publications programme, Aslib has 
commissioned a book on microcomputer and word processor 
applications for library and information units. The book is in 
the process of being written and is scheduled to be published 
in 1982.

This book is a very practical approach to the problems of 
public relations. Ms Garvey is very enthusiastic about the 
various methods of attracting the public's attention which 
are open to librarians. She deals with all aspects. She has 
chapters on market research, planning, evaluation and 
promotion of services and also gives a lot of practical suggestions, 
from how to stick the posters on the wall to how to create the 
posters in the first place. On this last subject she provides a 
well illustrated section which gives examples of posters with 
explanations of how they were made and evaluations of why 
they were successful. 

On the whole Ms Garvey’s approach is geared mainly 
towards public libraries although many of her suggestions can 
be applied to academic or special libraries. If you like her 
informal approach to the users then you will find a great deal 
of practical help in her book, 


University library history: an international review, Edited by 
James Thompson: London: Bingley, 1980. 330p ISBN 0 85157 
304 5. £14.75. 

The volume is a collection of fifteen papers designed to 
provide an international overview of the development of 
academic libraries, The editor discusses the developments 
briefly in his introduction. 

Five of the papers are devoted specifically to the United 
Kingdom scene, and cover the growth of library collections, 

. staffing, finance, co-operation between libraries, the founding 
of the Standing Conference of National-and University 
Libraries, and a historical sketch of the libraries of London 
University. 

The United States scene is covered in three papers, which 
trace the development of collection buildings in libraries, 
the history of the Library of Congress and research libraries, 
and staffing. 

The papers which provide an international coverage are on 
the subjects of the history of academic buildings, library 
organisation and cataloguing and classification. 

The last three papers trace library. history in Italy, Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand. At the end of the volume ten 
black and white photographs, of historical interest, are given to 
illustrate the interiors of libraries in the nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries. Many of the papers have their texts 
supported by tables of statistics.

The Library Association Industrial Group held a Seminar 
on training in small libraries on the 20th February 1980. 
Four papers were presented. The first paper by Alan 
Montgomery, entitled "Why train?', discusses why training 
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is necessary, training needs and the best methods to use. Ann 
Lawes’ paper was entitled ‘Induction Training’, defined as 

‘a people process by which the new employee comes to 
terms with the social and cultural structures within which he 
or she will have to work’. ‘Methods of Training’ is the title 
of the paper by Angela Abell, and it deals with general 
principles, difference between small and large libraries, job 
description and job skills. Many points given in the paper are 
shown at the end of the paper in diagramatical and tabular 
form. D. F. Hawes discusses continuation training in the 
final paper and outlines the best methods such as courses, 
conferences and seminars.

professions. 

The layout of the book is clear. It is divided into four 
sections entitled: The librarian's occupation; the impact of 
standards of librarianship in library work settings; the impact 
of the library on occupational orientations and work arrange- 
ments; a theory of occupational authority. Each chapter 
within the sections has clear headings and a short section of 
conclusions. This mitigates to some extent the difficulty 
caused by the author's style. This is heavily reliant on phrases 
and terminology which are not easily understood by readers 
who are unfamiliar with sociological jargon.

HEADQUARTERS 


Membership subscriptions 1982 


Over a considerable period Aslib has been able to limit 
increases in membership subscriptions to modest levels, signi- 
ficantly less than those which might have been justified on the 
basis of inflation alone. This has been achieved by a strict 
control over operating costs and because it has been possible 
to secure above average increases in income from the sale of 
services, particularly publications, to both members and non- 
members on a world-wide basis. 

In the present economic climate this is becoming consider- 
ably more difficult and Council have agreed to seek increases 
in subscriptión rates for corporate members in 1982 of between 
1196 and 1296 whilst at the same time taking whatever further 

. action is possible to contain costs. Similar increases will apply 
to Associate Members. Full details of the new rates will be 
sent to members as their subscriptions become due. 


National Information Policy 


The following submission has been made by the Council of 
Aslib to the Minister for the Arts on the Observations by the 
Government on the Second and Fourth Reports from the 
Select Committee on Education, Science and the Arts), 

In the evidence which it gave to the Select Committee, 
Aslib suggested that any enquiry into library services in the 
United Kingdom should be conducted within the context of 
the development of a national information policy covering all 
aspects of the provision and exploitation of information and it 
welcomes the fact that both the Select Committee, in its report, 
and the Government, in its White Paper, have accepted the 
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principle of this submission. However we regret that the 

Government has not been able to support the two major 

recommendations of the Select Committee, i.e. the appoint- 

ment of a Minister of Cabinet rank and of a Standing Commis- 
sion. 

In particular Aslib welcomes the statements: i 
1 that the development of information provision should not 

be hampered by copyright problems; 

2 that libraries and information services should be regarded as 
a single area of concern; 

3 that the membership and functions of the Library Advisory 
Council will be reviewed and extended and its title changed 
to reflect a wider range of functions; 

4 that the initiative will lie with the Minister for the Arts to 
raise matters of general concern on which action needs to 
be taken and that the professional staff of the Office of Arts 
and Libraries will be strengthened to enable the Minister to 
carry out these functions. 

Whilst recognizing that these are positive and necessary steps 

in the establishment of machinery for developing a national 

information policy, they fall short of both the Select Com- 
mitte’s recommendations and of the proposals made by the 
various organizations which submitted evidence. There is also 
little indication in the White Paper that the Government has 
fully recognized the urgency or importance of information 
provision and exploitation as a vital factor in the country’s 
industrial and commercial recovery. 

We are doubtful that the machinery for consultation pro- 
posed in the White Paper will prove adequate to tackle the 
very wide range of problems covered by the Select Committee’s 
report, although much will depend on the vigour with which 
the objectives are pursued by both the Office of Arts and 
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Libraries and the information management organizations which 
gave evidence to the Select Committee. Aslib recognizes that 
the providers and users of information carry a major responsibi- 
lity for co-operating closely with the Government in the deve- 
lopment of workable and acceptable policies, and for providing 
as much advice and encouragement as possible. Although dis- 
appointed that the Government has not found it possible to go 
the whole way along the road suggested, the Council would 
wish to express its firm commitment to working closely with 
the government in pursuit of the agreed objectives.

interest; while the weather was kind — though from time to 
time threatening, making one appreciate it even more. 

For the social programme, a great debt of gratitude is owed 
to the University for hosting a reception in Wren's wonderful 
Sheldonian Theatre; while Blackwells' generosity in allowing 
the Conference to use medieval Fyfield Manor, their Antiqua- 
rian Book Department, and erecting a vast, rose-pink lined 
marquee on the lawn, ensured a delightful, informal Conference 
Reception with a positively ambrosial feast provided by 
Trinity College's superb cooks. Between whiles, in case anyone 
felt the need of entertainment for a moment, private receptions 
were generously given by Blackwells and Pergamon-Infoline 
and a disco continued the celebrations until midnight the 
final night. 

After all this, the often heard remark 'one doesn't go to 
conferences for the programme' might spring to the lips, but 
in fact this would be quite untrue of Oxford this year. The 
Annual Conference Planning Committee masterminded a 
programme of a consistently high level, opening with John 
Osborn and Professor Peter Canisius reporting on progress on 
the provision of national information policies in the UK and 
Europe, and with contributors including Robert Maxwell, 
Anthony Smith (of Goodbye Gütenberg), and brought toa 
fascinating if somewhat surprising conclusion by Professor T. 
Stonier. The Group Sessions added greatly to the variety and 
depth of the proceedings, and Informatics 6, opened by 
Professor Margaret Boden and with such speakers as Maurice 
Line, Dr M. L. Blake and Pauline Duckitt, was a distinguished 
mini-conference in itself. The exhibition too added greatly - 
to the value and interest for all those attending and hopefully 
for the exhibitors as well. 

With such a distinguished array of speakers, the conference 
proceedings (which will be published in the January and 
February 1982 issues of As/ib Proceedings) should make 
particularly interesting reading. The proceedings of Informatics 
6 will be published separately in December 1981 and orders 
are now being taken by the Aslib Publications Division. 

Allin all, quite a challenge for the planners of the 55th 
Annual Conference (in Manchester, 21—24 September 1982), 
a challenge that we hope ali those who enjoyed Oxford will 
be confident can be met successfully next year.

Access to reports in the UK: The role of DRIC 


A summary follows of the paper presented at the Electronics 
Group meeting held on 18 May 1981. 


Defence Research Information Centre. Jim Dunne. 

The Defence Research Information Centre is a part of the 
Procurement Executive of the Ministry of Defence. As such its 
role is to provide a report-based scientific and technical informa- , 
tion service to the UK defence community, and to a lesser 
extent, to co-operating countries overseas. DRIC's holdings 
comprise primarily limited distribution and classified reports. 
Thus whereas with the two other organizations represented at 
the meeting one will be interested essentially in what reports 
they hold and how to obtain copies, in the case of DRIC there 
is an extra and paramount consideration — are you qualified to 
have access to the documents concerned? 


Fundamental Questions 
If one considers the role of DRIC, there are certain questions 
which immediately spring to mind: 
i What do we hold? 
Who may have access to our reports? 
On what terms? 
How can one learn of our holdings? 
How does one request documents? 
How does DRIC deal with document requests? 
Considered individually— 


What do we hold? 

DRIC has holdings of approximately one million defence- 
oriented scientific and technical reports of UK and overseas 
origin. The main series of reports date back to 1946, although 
in some fields we hold reports issued at earlier dates. The 
history of DRIC's numerous antecedent organizations is too 
complicated to be described in this paper. It is sufficient to say 
that we stil! hold the bulk of the stock of these precursors, and 
that in some cases these will include openly available reports. 
However, since its formation in October 1971, DRIC's terms 
of reference have restricted its holdings, in the main, to limited 
distribution and classified documents. Copies of MOD unlimited 
reports are passed to TRC and to BLLD so that they may be 
made generally available. Similarly, unlimited reports of over- 
seas origin are passed to TRC for wider dissemination. 

It is not perhaps sufficiently appreciated that unc/assified 
information is not generally available on request. For example, 
UK Government unclassified information may not, under the 
terms of the Official Secrets Act, be disclosed without authority. 

Similarly, all US unclassified reports supplied to us by their 
Department of Defense are released on the understanding that 
they are for UK Government defence use only. 

Unclassified reports may be sensitive not because they need 
to be safeguarded in the interest of national security, but for 
any of the following reasons: 

(i) they contain references to classified documents; 

(ii) they give an indication of policy or plans (e.g. committing 
the Department to a course of action, and hence prejudice 
contractual, patent or other negotiations); 

(iii) they contain criticism of the Departments, other organiza- 
tions, Governments or individuals; 

(iv) their contents constitute 'technical advertising'; 

(v) the contents are prejudicial to industrial relations; 

(vi) they contain information relating to costs; 

(vii) their contents may be subject to commercial exploitation 
or prejudicial to commercial security; ` 
(viii) their contents relate to military accidents (and might be 

'*  prejudicial in subsequent litigation); 

(ix) there is a requirement for the phased release of the 
information. f 
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it was because of the need to identify those unclassified 
reports which do not contain 'sensitive' information that, early 
in the 1960s, the US Department of Defense introduced the 
so-called unlimited category of documents. The UK followed 
suit shortly afterwards, and more recently the Defence Depart- 
ments in Canada and Australia have adopted this practice. 

MOD unlimited documents are subject to a formal clearance 


“procedure by the Security Branch, and are then completely free 


from limitations on their disclosure and dissemination. 

To revert to the subject of our holdings, we try to acquire 
as comprehensive a collection of MOD R & D and T & E reports 
as possible. Similarly, we operate document exchange agree- 
ments with the US, Canadian and Australian defence Depart- . 
ments. We receive a more limited input of defence reports from 
Western European countries. We also have extensive holdings 
of NATO-produced reports, particularly the AGARD series for 
which we are the UK National Distribution Centre. We also 
have extensive holdings of NASA-originated reports. 


Who may have access to our reports? : 

Generally speaking, access to our holdings of limited distribu- 
tion and classified reports is restricted to the UK defence com- 
munity, i.e. MOD and its contractors. Access by MOD is covered 
by the Department's security regulations. 

For MOD contractors the situation is more complex. Access 
to MOD unclassified and classified reports is subject to autho- 
rization by the pertinent MOD Release Authority, usually the 
Branch, Division or Establishment originating the report. In 
some instances, the Release Authorities stipulate evidence of a 
specific need-to-know before considering applications for un- 
classified reports. 

Requests for overseas limited distribution unclassified and 
classified reports are not normally referred back to the country 
of origin. Overseas unclassified reports are usually released as 
long as we are satisfied that there is prima facie evidence that 
the documents are required for UK Government defence 
purposes, i.e. the requester is a MOD contractor and the 
document is ‘in scope’. 

| have used words such as ‘normally’ and ‘usually’ because, 
unfortunately, access to limited distribution reports is bedevilled 
with exceptions. There is one such exception of particular 
significance to the electronics community. DRIC receives a 
number of US reports on electronics devices through the MOD 
Directorate of Components, Valves and Devices (DCVD). Re- 
lease of these reports outside MOD, even if they are unclassified, 
is subject to the approval of DCVD who insist on a specific 
need-to-know. It is only fair to point out that this arrangement 
is part of a reciprocal agreement with DCV D's counterpart in 
the US, the Advisory Group on Electronics Devices. 

For classified reports, of all types, of overseas origin, we 
insist on a validated need-to-know, i.e. confirmation by the rele- 
vant MOD Project Officer, that the requested document is 
required in the context of the specified contract. 

A small proportion of our reports are openly available, i.e. un- 
limited. These comprise a proportion of the reports accessioned 
by DRIC's antecedent organizations, most NASA report series, 
and nearly all AGARD reports. MOD and its contractors can 
obtain copies of these documents from DRIC without any 
clearance procedures. In many cases, these requirements are 
met by our initial standard distributions of these reports. 

For those outside the UK defence community, we make 
copies of MOD, NASA, AGARD and other overseas unlimited 
reports available to TRC. We also supply copies of MOD and 
AGARD unlimited reports to BLLD. BLLD makes its own 
arrangements for acquiring comprehensive holdings of NASA 
and other overseas unlimited reports. TRC and BLLD thus 
constitute the sources of supply of these documents for non- 
defence requesters. ` 


On what terms are reports made available? 
As DRIC concentrates its efforts on providing a service to 
the UK defence community, we do not levy charges. 
Documents sent on initial distribution are for the recipients’ 
retention. 
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Outside MOD, documents supplied in response to requests 
are normally sent on loan. The staff situation does not permit 
routine recall action except in the case of secret documents. 


How can our customers learn of our holdings? 

The principal vehicle for announcing reports recently re- 
ceived in DRIC is our ‘Defence Research Abstracts’ series of 
bulletins. These are issued monthly. There is a restricted edition 
for MOD contractors and a more highly classified edition for 
use within MOD. l 

The monthly issues òf DRA include subject, personal author, 


. report number and DRIC accession number indexes, Semi- 


: annual and annual cumulations of a more extensive suite of 


indexes are also issued. 

Although the Contractors Edition of DRA is restricted we 
have received a special dispensation to release.this bulletin to 
organizations which have unclassified R & D contracts spon- 
sored by the UK Ministry of Defence. - 

Moreover, although the ‘Contractars Edition’ is restricted, 
it.does include bibliographical details and abstracts of more 
highly classified reports, providing these details, etc., are graded 
not higher than restrícted. 

Within MOD, we also operate a Standard Profile SDI service 
— comprising à monthly listing of relevant reports on 40 discrete 
topics. The total distribution comprises some 1500 Profiles per 


- month, going to about 100 addressees within the Ministry. We 
. regret that staff stringencies preclude the extension of this 


service outside MOD. 
For both MOD and its contractors, we provide a literature 


. search service. Our literature searches cover not only our in- 


a 


house holdings but the major commercial on-line systems, such 


` as ESA/IRS, BLAISE, Lockheed DIALOG and SDC ORBIT. _ 
` It is of course only in respect of our in- -house holdings that we ' 


can supply the documents identified in the results of our litera- 
ture searches. . 


How do our customers request reports toin DRIC? 
All requests should be made on our DRIC REQ 1 ‘Request 


` for Document' forms. Telephone requests are strongly dis- 


couraged as they occupy a disproportionable amount of staff 
time and there can be problems as to the accuracy of the in- 
formation provided. 

. The multipart DRIC form enables the requester to retain 
one copy. The preprinted serial number makes it easy to 


- match the document as supplied by DRIC with the original 


request. 

Use of the form helps to ensure that adequate information 
is provided. If the requested report has been identified from 
DRA, it is sufficient to quote the DRIC Accession Number 
(P- or BR- number) and some corroborative detail, preferably 
Report Originator and Report Serial Number. In all other cases, 
the fullest possible information should be provided. 

" For requests from outside MOD, we frequently need to 
validate the requester's need-to-know. This action will be 
greatly facilitated by provision of relevant information in 


, Section 10 of our request form. By relevant details, we mean: 


name, branch and if possible telephone number and extension 
of the MOD project officer concerned. 


How does DRIC deal with document requests? 

The short answer to this question is — as speedily as possible. 

However, | would like to reiterate what | have said earlier. 
Except in the case of unlimited reports, DRIC is not the release 
_authority for the reports it holds. 

Thus for reports of UK origin, we need to obtain the 
consent of the sponsoring MOD Department. There may be 


_ other clearance (e.g. patents, proprietary rights, etc.). For un- 


classified overseas reports we do have delegated powers to 
meet requests, subject to any stated conditions of release. For 
classified reports of overseas origin, we have to obtain confirma- 
tion from the relevant MOD Project Officer that the document 


P requested is relevant to the stated need. 


All these steps may introduce delays. So might the stock 
position at DRIC. It is impossible for us to retain a copy of 
every report in our stockrooms. The situation can easily arise 
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in which all copies are out on loan. Although recall notices 
may be promptly despatched, they do not always meet with a i 


„speedy response. 


As a consequence of recent staff cuts, our manning levels . 


-have been further reduced, Not only have we had to discontinue - 
- certain activities, but we have had to absorb cuts in areas 


where there has been no reduction in work-load. This inevit- 
ably means that staff absences will result in a delayed service. 


: We are seeking to mitigate this adverse effect by a more flexible 


disposition of staff, However, there are limits to the efficacy 
of this policy. 


Future prospects 

| do not see any concrete prospects for.improved access to 
defence-oriented limited and classified information. 

There have been over the last decade or so, two initiatives 
to modify the scope of the Official Secrets Act. These have 
come to nought. In the United States they have had, since 
1974,-a Freedom of Information Act. In the UK, I think | am 


right in saying there have been two ‘Official Information’ Bills 


introduced into the House of Commons with the limited aim 
of establishing a general right of access to official documents 
for members of the public. These bills, if enacted, would no 
doubt have widened access at least to unclassified information. 
These bills also foundered. Thus | do not see any immediate 
prospect for improved access. Rather, at a purely practical level, 
there is the distinct possibility of further staff cuts within 
MOD. If DRIC is not exempt (and this would be most unlikely), 
it could only mean that we have to curtail some of our current 
services. \ 

This is a rather oeny note to end on, but does reflect the 
current situation.

LA seminars on content and uses of the 1981 Census 


The first local results from the 1981 Census are almost 
upon us, and the Committee of Librarians and Statisticians 
and OPCS are arranging two one-day seminars on its content 
. and uses. The courses, to be held on Wednesday and Thursday 
16 and 17 December 1981 at the Library Association are in- 
tended for librarians, information scientists, planners, market 
researchers and others who make use of census information or 
who may be called upon to help users find their way around 
1981 Census publications, These seminars are part of the 
educational programme of the Committee of Librarians and 


Statisticians, a joint body set up in 1966 by the Library Asso- 


ciation and the Royal Statistical Society. 

Day 1 will be a general introduction to the British Census 
and speakers from OPCS will explain the variety of census 
output, the 1981 Census publishing timetable, and the im- 
portance of understanding definitions and the continuity of _ 
-census topics. Professional librarians will put forward their 
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views on accessing the range of statistics on the census in 
academic, public and special libraries. 

Day 2 will concentrate on specific Uses of census data. An 
introduction to Small Area Statistics (SAS) will include practical 
examples in handling particular enquiries and accessing. The 
afternoon will be devoted to workshops on the use of census 
statistics for national and local history, local authority planning, 
business and market research and in social and health analyses. 

The seminars will be held at the LA and chaired by Martin 
Fessey, Chairman of the Committee of Librarians and Statisti- 
cians and formerly Director of the Business Statistics Office.

Database users who have in the past shed bitter tears wading 
through reams of lists of predominantly scientific and techno- 
logical databases, in the hope of finding one or two that might 
satisfy their non-technological needs, will be pleased to hear of 
this guide to 35 of the leading business and social science data- 
bases, compiled by Allan Foster, Deputy Librarian at Preston 
Polytechnic. Which database answers such key questions as 
which databases to use for specific subjects, what are the 
strengths and weaknesses of individual databases, how data- 
bases compare in coverage, cost and retrieval capabilities, which 
systems offer which databases, which databases offer SDI, and 
many more. Which database is available as a spiral bound report 
of around 60 pages or as a microfiche, at the modest prices of

. carrying out a study of the use made of 'Cataloguing-in- 
Publication' (CIP) information by libraries in the United 


Kingdom. Both publishers and librarians have an interest in 
maintaining the value and utility of the CIP programme. 


‘However, scarcely any quantitative data on the programme 


is available in the United Kingdom to assist decision making 
on future developments affecting al! aspects of the book 
trade and library communities. 

The study, which will be carried out in a random selection 
of libraries, will endeavour to establish the actual use made of 
the information. The intention is that it will supplement a. 
larger questionnaire survey which is soon to be carried out by 
the International Federation of Library Associations and 
Institutions (IFLA) Universal Bibliographic Control Office 
into the perceived value of CIP. The Centre is working closely 
with the Office and also has the ready co-operation of the 
Bibliographic Services Division of the British Library. The 
additional costs to the Centre of undertaking this study will

Library networks, 1981—82. Susan K. Martin, White Plains, 
N.Y.: Knowledge Industry, 1981, 160p (Professional 
Librarians Series) ISBN 0 914236 66 0, $24.50. 

This book is both a survey of the existing state of the US 
networks and an assessment of their likely development. 
Developing her arguments that the networks are not an end in 
themselves but a means to an end, and that they must reflect 
their members' needs, Susan Martin considers the possibility 
of a national network. She rejects the idea of this being a 
monolithic structure. Instead she feels that if a national 
network does develop, it will do so out of the existing smaller 
networks and not be created by Washington. : 

The book gives a detailed survey of the present state of the 


- networks. There is a chapter which surveys the four large 


networks OCLC inc; RLIN; LITLAS and WLN, The appendix 
gives membership details of these networks as well as other, 
smaller, networks. Susan Martin also gives a great deal of 
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practical advice to those libraries considering joining a network. - 


This includes a discussion of the suppliers, consideration of the 
decisions that have to be made before selecting a system and 
the problems of network management. 

She also includes a glossary which is a useful reference tool.

It consists mainly of the English 
translation, by Bernard Noble, of J. H. Spoor's 1976 Utrecht 
thesis. This thesis entitled ‘Copies in continental copyright’ 
deals with the right of reproduction and with the exhaustion 
of copyright, or first sale doctrine, in German, Dutch and 
French law and the Berne Convention. 

This is supplemented by the two shorter sections, the first 
by W. R. Cornish on copies in UK copyright, the second by 
Peter F. Nolan on copies in US copyright:

The editor intends this book to be a guide for library and 
information managers who have not yet instituted computerized 
services, as well as anyone interested in the nature, management 
and techniques of online searches. 

Kathleen E. Shenton writes on the types of databases 

available. Alice Bahr contributes a chapter on the producers 
and vendors of bibliographic online services and a chapter on 
the promotion of online services. Management on online 
information retrieval services is covered by Donald T. Hawkins, 
while John C. Blair's chapter deals with measurement and 
evaluation by online services. Training the searcher is dealt 
with by Kristyn Kuroki, online user groups by Mary C. Berger 
and Barbara Ouint. The editor, Ryan E. Hoover, contributes 
overviews of online information and the future of online 
services and libraries as well as a chapter on the mechanics of 
online searching. 

-There is a short glossary of online terms covering the basic 
términology and a selected bibliography. 


Fiction librarianship. Frank Atkinson. London: Bingley, 1981. 
107p. (Outlines of modern librarianship) ISBN 0 85157 293 6. 
£4.75. — 

' In his preface (p. 7) Frank Atkinson says that, despite the 
controversy that has always surrounded the provision of fiction 
in libraries, librarians will have to cope with fiction for the 
foreseeable future. His book discusses the major problems of 
fiction provision. 

It covers the main aspects: selection, acquisition, binding, 
preservation and promotion. He also devotes one chapter to 
the special problems of providing fiction for children and 
young people. 

Fiction provision is mainly a problem for public libraries 

- and his book reflects this. However there is a survey chapter 
on fiction in other types of libraries, for example university 
libraries, prison libraries and-hospital libraries. 

This book is a good introduction to fiction librarianship 
written with the student librarian in mind. 


Do we really need libraries? John Blagden. London: Bingley, 
1980. 162p. ISBN 0 85157 308 8. £7.75. 

This volume is intended as a non technical guide which 
attempts to show the approaches taken to justify the invést- 
ment in a library. 

It is written by a practising librarian, for other librarians, 
especially those in managerial positions and will be of particular 
interest to many librarians who have to justify their services in 
these days of financial difficulties. 

In his introduction Blagden states ‘The first half of this 
book, i.e., up to an including chapter five, is a review of 
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approaches and problems associated with library performance 
assessment’. In the following chapter, two case studies of the 
introduction of new approaches to performance assessment are 
given. The first study is of the Greater London Council, while 
the second is of the introduction of a more ambitious project 
at the British Institute of Management. 

In the final chapter, the author formulates the points he 
has raised in the preceding chapters, and provides some views 
for the future, including indicating the need for research. 

Throughout the text the author makes a great deal of use 
of quotations and obviously the bibliography is very extensive. 


Encyclopedia of information systems and services. 4th edition. . 
Edited by Anthony T. Kruzas and John Schmittroth. Detroit: 
Gale Research, 1981. 936p. ISBN 0 8103 0942 4. $175.00. 

The fourth edition of Encyclopedia of Information Systems 
and Services is now available. Like its predecessors, this. new 
edition is a comprehensive guide to organizations which provide 
bibliographic, full-text, numeric and other types of computer 
processed information in all subjects. The coverage is inter- 
national. 

While the basic nature of the Encyclopedia remains the 
same, there has been a change in scope and appearance. Due to 
the explosive growth in production and use of information 
systems of all kinds, utilization of publicly available systems 
is so widespread that the compilers no longer consider it useful 
to list organizations which access such systems. Consequently 
almost 500 libraries in the 3rd edition have been.omitted and 
replaced by over 700 new operations identified since the 
publication of the previous edition. 

The change in appearance is due to the introduction of a 
computer-directed typesetting system for its production. ' 
Names of organizations and subheadings within each entry 
are now in boldface type to facilitate quick and easy identi- 
fication. Furthermore, the typesetting system has resulted in a 
computer-readable database for the Encyclopedia which will 
support updating and publication of future editions.

Book theft and library security systems 1981—82. Alice 
Harrison Bahr. White Plains, N.Y: Knowledge Industry, 1981. 
156p. (Professiona! Librarian Series) ISBN 0 914236 71 7. 
$24.50. 

Alice Bahr writes in her introduction that there is no 
definitive solution to the problem of book theft. There are 
however several security systems which effectively cut down 
the numbers of books stolen. The aim of this report is to supply 
librarians with the necessary information to choose a system. 

She begins at the very start of the planning process with 
a chapter on how to discover the extent of the problem 
facing the library. Three methods are described; book census, 
inventory and samples. These are discussed from a practical 
view, i.e. the problems of disruption of normal library services. 

Next she moves to the systems available. This is largely 
devoted to a discussion of electronic security systems. Descrip- 
tions are given of the systems available from Checkpoint, 
Sentionic, L.P.S. International, 3M Company, Knogo & 
Gaylord. Understandably these are American manufacturers 
but 3M and Checkpoint have UK offices. The systems used by 
bookstores are given a special chapter because of the intensity 
of their problem and the comparison with the problems facing 
libraries. This section is rounded off by users’ reports on the 
systems. 

The alternatives to electronic systems are examined in the 
next chapter. It looks at the advantages and disadvantages of 
using guards, patrols, restricted access, registrations and 


-circulation systems as weapons against theft. 


Lastly the special problems of protecting journals, non 
print and spécial collections are examined. These pose different 
problems and are more difficult to solve. 

Throughout the book Alice Bahr is aware that each library 
has different problems and must develop its security systems 
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to reflect this. The summary gives a brief recap, with clearly 
indicated priorities for the libraries to follow. 

As well as the various systems available Alice Bahr makes 
the point that library staff play an essential role in security. 
When planning a system the reaction of the staff must be 
taken into consideration or risk the system failing. 

The book aims to be a practical guide to the librarian. The 
layout and style reflect this. It is a thorough guide to the 
systems without being over-detailed or confusing. 


Machine translation, by Bozena Henisz-Dostert, R. Ross 
Macdonald and Michael Zarechnak. The Hague: Mouton, 
1979, 265p. (Trends in Linguistics Studies and Monographs 
11) ISBN 90 279 78360. Dm 75. 

The first section by Michael Zarechnak explores the history 
of machine translation, and the author presents a variety of 
views on the development of machine translation. 


In the following section, by R. Ross Macdonald, the various : 


problems of machine translation are discussed, including 

text, computers, pre-editing, transcription and the dictionary. 

Separate discussions are given to processing, post editing and 

the various types of systems available. 

Bozena Henisz-Dostert contributed the final section on 
users' evaluation of machine translation at Euratom and AEC 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory. Discussion is given to the 
methods used for evaluation, including data collection, 

. questionnaires used and an analysis of the results. The appendix 
contains three items; the questionnaire used to evaluate 
machine translation, a partial list of clients of the European 
Translations Centre, and a sample of solicited and unsolicited 

' users' letters evaluating machine translations. 

An extensive bibliography is included and also samples of 
machine translation.

The introduction states ‘The ISBN (A) is intended to provide 
for the description of older books in general catalogues, biblio- 
graphies and databases containing records of approximately 
equal detail for books, and other library material, of all 
periods, and has been developed within the ISBD (G) frame- 
work and its annotated text'. The ISBD (A) differs from the 
ISBD (M) (Monographic publications) in three areas: title, 
imprint and collation. 

The first section is intended to aid cataloguers in under- 
standing ISBD (A) and provides general notes on punctuation, 
sources of information, language and script abbreviations, 
capitalization and imperfections. The order of areas, elements 
and punctuation in ISBD (G) and ISBD (A) are compared. 

The second part of the works deals with specification of 
elements, including title, statement of responsibility, edition, 
type of material, publication, physical description, series, 
note and fingerprint area and multi-volume publications. 

Examples of English, French, German, Hungarian, Portu- 
guese and Russian language material are provided.

This work discusses the principles of librarianship in depth, 
and the two basic laws: "libraries are for users', and "libraries 
have to be paid for' are discussed in detail in two chapters.
